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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


Tux Council for 1882 have now to submit to the Ratepayers the usual 
statement of accounts, and report of their proceedings during their year 
of office, 

The management of the affairs of the Municipality was handed over | 
to them on the 28th February when accompanied by the members of the 
outgoing Council they proceeded to the yard of the Central Station, 
where the Police force was paraded for their inspection. 

Mr. Hearn, the Chairman of the outgoing Council, informed the 
Superintendent that the Council for 1881 had every reason to be satisfied 
with the conduct of the Police during their term of office, as there had 
been comparatively little crime in the Settlement, and good order had 
always been well maintained. There were still, however, a good many 
complaints about dirty jinrikshas, the overcrowding of carriages, and the 
condition of ponies plying for hire, and he had no doubt the New Watch 
Committee would expect that the rules now in force for the regulation 
of traffic in the streets should be more stringently carried out, The 
force was then dismissed, and the Police Cells and Constables’ Quarters 
were inspected and found clean and comfortable. The Armoury and 
Magazine were next visited, and the arms and stores for the use of the 
Volunteer Corps found in good order. 

On returning to the Board room Mr. Hxarw directed the attention 
of the New Council to the business left outstanding, the principal thing 
being the building of an additional Police Station to meet the require- . 
ments of the settlement. 

The Council for 1881 were originally of opinion that the New 
Station should be constructed on the vacant piece of ground belonging 
to the Municipality, adjoining the Lock Hospital, but latterly they were 
inclined to think that it was more required in Hongkew in the Broadway 
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somewhere near the Hongkew Wharf, they had therefore merely provided 
in the Budget for the cost of the building, and left the New Council to 
decide where it should be constructed. 

The only other matter was the widening of the Bubbling Well Road 
near the Skew Bridge and arrangements were nearly completed with 
Mr. Wueetock for a strip of his land in the neighborhood for this 
purpose. 

The Members of the Old Council then withdrew, and the New 
Council proceeded to elect as—

Mr. A. J. Lrrrt having resigned his seat at the Council board in 
July last, Mr. A, Mysuren was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by his resignation; 

Mr. R. A. Guspay then joined the Works Committee taking the 
place of Mr. Lirtuz, and Mr. Mysurcu became a member of the 
Finance Committee, 
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DEFENCE MATTERS. 


A good many changes have been made in the Volunteer Corps 
during the past year, with the view of adding to its efficiency, amongst 
which the most important are, the formation of two additional companies 
of infantry, the disbandment of the Light Horse Artillery and the 
appointment of Medical Officers to be attached to the different branches 
of the service. 

Tn March last the Council at the suggestion of the officers sanctioned 
the appointment of an Adjutant to assist the Commanding Officer in the 
general administration of the Corps, and on their recommendation 
Lieutenant Morriston received the appointment. 

Mr. Mornisoy resigned the post of Adjutant in September, and the 
vacancy caused by his resignation has not yet been filled up. 

Masor Hoxtipay resigned his appointment as Commanding Officer 
of the Corps about the same time, and since then the Volunteers have 
been under the command of Captain Datuas 8. V. A. 

During the summer months there were the usual Moonlight parades 
when the force marched out of the settlement and went through their 
evolutions in Country. 

As Tuesday the 4th April happened to be mail day Wednesday the 
5th was appointed as the twenty eighth anniversary of the battle of 
Muddy Flat, and was selected as a peculiarly appropriate day for the 
first official annual inspection of the Corps, by the Chairman, and 
members of the Municipal Council. 

The Volunteers to the number of about 160 assembled at 2 p.m. 
in the yard of the Central Station, whence they marched out to the 
race course where they were put through a variety of battalion move- 
ments by the Masor Conimanding, and finally they were formed up in 
front of the grand stand, and addressed by the Chairman Mr. Warp, 
who on behalf of himself and the Council expressed great satisfaction at 
the manner in which everything had gone off,

The new Targets ordered from England arrived early 
in the year and have been placed in position and small moveable targets 
have also been constructed, and put up at the range.

FINANCE MATTERS. 


The Budget for 1882 prepared by the outgoing Council of 1881 
_ showed an estimated excess of expenditure over income of Tis. 28,625,183 
in which however was included the sum of Tls, 11,555.13 being the debit 
balance left on 81st December 1881. 


This amount they proposed should be raised by the issue of deben- 
tures to the extent of Tls. 30,000 bearing interest at not more then 7 per 
cent and a resolution to this effect was proposed and carried at the 
Annual Meeting of ratepayers on 24th February. 


At this meeting the Council were also authorized to raise a further 
sum of Tls, 50,000 by the issue of debentures, for the purchase of a site, 
and the construction of a Public market for the Municipality, but after 
fully considering the subject they decided only to raise Tls. 80,000 this 
year, for the purchase of a site, and to leave the construction of the 
market to their successors. 


The total amount to be raised by Debentures under resolutions 5 and 
7 passed by the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting was thus reduced to 
Tis. 60,000, tenders for which were invited, and the following allotments 
made, being at the average rate of 43 per cent premium.

Accounting for the surplus of .., 
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The large excess in receipts over the estimated Income for the year 
is in a great measure due to exceptional causes, amongst the most im- 
portant of which are the withdrawal in June last of the restriction as to 
the number of licensed Jinrikshas, the premium paid on the Tls. 60,000 
Debentures issued in October and the unusually large quantity of Drain 
pipes sold to private individuals. From these three sources the excess 
amounts to Tis. 11,000, and the balance is as usual due to the increased 
receipts from the Native House tax and License fees. 

The excess in the Expenditure over the estimates is principally in 
the Works Department, and is due to the great extension of buildings 
which has taken place in the settlement during the year, necessitating 
the making up, metalling, and draining of new roads, and a pro- 
portionately large expenditure on road material, stock and stores, &c.; 
in addition to which there are the expenses connected with the survey of 
Hongkew, for which no provision was made in the Budget. 

The Expenditure in Drain pipes has been unusually large but as 
there is still a considerable quantity in store, not many will require to 
be imported next year. 

The expenses connected with the Maintenance of the Volunteers, 
Town Band, and Fire Department have been greater than was anticipated 
but on the other hand the full amounts provided for Seward Road 
extension, Bundings, Drainage, and the Police have not been expended, 
so that the total excess is under Tls. 12,000.

LAND ASSESSMENT. 


At the Special Meeting of Ratepayers held on 20th April the 
following resolution was proposed by Mr. Warp, seconded by Mr. 
Morrisow and carried unanimously. 

That a Re-assessment of all land and houses within the boundaries 
of the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai North of the Yang-king-pang 
being now desirable, the Council be directed to have an assessment made 
by a Committee consisting of not less than Five Ratepayers qualified to 
vote at public meetings of ratepayers, such assessment to come into force 
on the Ist January, 1883. 

That in making such assessment, land forming public roads shall 
not be included, 

That the said Committee be empowered to employ professional 
assistance in making their assessment, and the Municipal Council be 
authorised to apply, out of the Municipal funds, a sum not exceeding 
Tis. 1,000 for such professional assistance. 

That on completion of the entire Assessment, notice be given to 
each Landrenter, or to his or her Agent in Shanghai, of the value placed 
on the property of such Landrenter, and at the same time, complete 
schedules of the assessments be deposited for public inspection at the 
offices of the Municipal Council. 


That thirty days notice be allowed from the delivery of such notice 
for any Landrenter, or his or her Agent, to appeal against such assess- 
ment. 

That all appeals against the aforesaid assessment be heard by the 
Committee serving on the Council for the time being, and known as the 
Finance, Rate, and Appeal Committee, whose decision shall be final. 


That in case a Landrenter, or his or her Agent, shall not appeal 
within the aforesaid period of thirty days, such assessment shall ee 
upon become binding for all purposes of taxation. 


Messrs. W. H. Anverson, OC. M. Dycz, R. Francts, R. A. Guszay, 
and A. Mysuren having expressed their willingness to serve were in 
June last selected to make the assessment, and the Council have to thank 
them for the time and attention they have devoted to the carrying out 
of this important work. 

The new assessment was completed in November and from the 
subjoined figures it will be seen that the value of land in the settlements 
has advanced fully 70 per cent since 1880.

GeytLemen,—lI beg to submit my Report for the past year. 


Correspondence.—Statement is appended of the mail matter which 
has passed through the office, showing a considerable increase over the 
previous year. 

Subscribers.—The number of subseribers at the present time is 102 
against 97 at the commencement of the year 1882 and 91 in the previous 
year, 

Expresses.—The delivery of Expresses has been limited to four 
times daily at stated hours, 

This change was found desirable in order to produce more regularity 
in the working of the office than existed formerly, 

As the delivery of Expresses unavoidably interferes, to a certain 
extent, with the delivery of Correspondence, it was considered that four 
daily “ Express” deliveries were sufficient for the present, ; 

The system works well and all public requirements appear to be 
satisfied. 

Branch Office in Hongkew.—I have already recommended the esta- 
blishment of a branch office in Hongkew, which is almost a necessity 
now that this district is so much extended. 

The extra expense may be estimated at about Tls. 500. 

The general work of the Office has gone on satisfactorily,

The annexed correspondence refers to delivery of Letters, and 
Newspapers in Hongkew. 


UniTED STATES CONSULATE-GENERAL, 
SHANGHAI, 31st July, 1882, 

S1m,—I am in receipt of a communication from a gentleman prominently 
engaged in business in Shanghai, from which I take the following, which is sub- 
mitted for your consideration:—“ Referring to a notice in the Shanghai Evening 
Courier,—cutting enclosed—may I enquire it something cannot be done to remedy 
an injustice to a large number of rent-payers residing in Hongkew. I am living, as 
you are aware, within three minutes walk of the English Consulate, 

Were I living in any part of the English Concession my letters and papers 
would be delivered by the Local Post 6 p.m. delivery, but as I am residing just over 
the creek that divides the English and American concessions, I must wait until 
7.30 p.m, delivery. There appears to be an element of absurdity in this arrangement, 
and I believe it will be only necessary to bring the matter to the notice of the Muni- 
cipal Council to ensure a change. There is another matter that appears to have 
been overlooked, The painting of the telephone poles, I understand the Telephone 
Company promised to paint and make their poles tidy (including Hongkew poles), 
and I believe we are as much entitled to painted poles as our neighbours.” 

This is not the first complaint I have received upon this subject, I know too 
that they are well grounded, for it is frequently the case that mail matter, including 
the evening papers, reaches me through the Local Post as late as half-past 9 o'clock 
at night. Iwill thank you to inform me upon whose authority the Local Post- 
master makes the unjust discrimination here complained of, There is no discrimi- 
nation in favour of the people of Hongkew in the assessment and collection of taxes, 
and there should be none against them in the extension of facilities under the 
control of the Municipality, 1 beg also while on this subject to enquire if it is true 
that the Local Post collects 20 cash on pre-paid letters sent from the Consulate- 
General through that office,

Shanghai, 3rd August, 1882, 
S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your dispatch of 31st July, 
handing me extract from a letter you had received from a resident in Hongkew, 
complaining of the injustice done to a large number of rent-payers there, owing to 
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there being no delivery of letters to them through the Local Post Office after 5 p.m. 
until the newspaper delivery at 7.30. 

The statement contained in the cutting from the Shanghai Courier, to which 
your correspondent refers, is not strictly accurate ; there is certainly no delivery of 
letters after 5 p.m. till 7.30 to those residing to the eastward of Hongkew Creek, but 
no distinction is made at the 6 o'clock delivery of the Local Post Office between the 
English Settlement and Hongkew to the westward of the Creek, 

As your correspondent resides within three minutes walk of the English Con- 
sulate he is, so far as the L.P.O. is concerned, in exactly the same position as any 
resident in the English Settlement, 

With regard to your personal complaint about the late delivery of newspapers 
and mail matter, the Local Postmaster reports that occasionally the evening papers 
are not published in time for the 7,30 delivery, in which case they are not sent to 
the Post Office, but are delivered by coolies employed by the newspaper office, and 
may be late; in the same way it sometimes happens that letters from the outportas 
&o, are received just too late for the six o'clock delivery, in which case they are 
detained and sent out with the papers at 7.30 p.m. 

As to the charge of twenty cash on covers forwarded by the United States Post 
Office, for delivery through the Local Post Office, it is a custom which has been in 
force for a great many years with the full cognizance, it is believed, of the officers 
in charge of the United States Postal Service, . 

It has not been thought advisable to admit one subscription to cover the United 
States Consulate-General and the United States Postal Service, as it is not admitted 
in similar cases with other countries, 

The telephone poles, about which your correspondent complains, are the private 
Property of the Great Northern Telegraph Company, who will no doubt use their 
discretion as to painting them,

Licatine 
Public Lamps.—From the annexed letter it will be seen that the 
Directors of the Shanghai Gas Company have made a further reduction 
in their charge for the supply of Gas for the public lamps in the 
Settlement. 
SHANGHAI, 17th March, 1882, 

Der S1r,—I have pleasure in informing you that the Directors have decided 
to again make a reduction from the Ist April, 1882, in the monthly rate charged for 
public lamps, viz., from $3.50 to $3.30 per lamp, this sum to cover the cost of sup- 
plying gas, lighting, cleaning, repairing, and in addition, the necessary painting of 
lamp fittings once a year. 

The price for gas supplied to the Council's buildings, the employees residing 
therein, the Fire Engine Stations, and the Public Garden, will be $4.00 per 1,000 
cubic feet as heretofore, but frém above-mentioned date subject to a monthly dis- 
count of 15°/,,

Additional lamps have been placed in those parts of the settlement 
where most required making the total number 530 against 489 at the 
beginning of the year. 

Electric Light.—In October last the Council made an arrangement 
with the Shanghai Electric Company for 10 lamps to be placed on the 
Bund till the end of the yeay, in order to allow the ratepayers a fair 
opportunity of judging whether the light is better suited than gas for 
the requirements of the settlement. 

The charge for each lamp is $4 per week burning from dusk till 
12.30 p.m., but if kept burning till daylight the charge will be $7 per 
week for each light. 


Licenses. 
Opium Shops.—Are steadily increasing in number, the income 
derived from this source during the year, showing an increase of Tls. 
3,500 over the amount collected last year. 
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Pawn Shops.—The receipts have exceeded the estimates by Tls. 
1,700, which is chiefly owing to there haying been an additional month 
in the Chinese year, which allowed the license fees to be collected for 
five quarters, instead of for four as in ordinary years. 

Jin-rik-shas.—Owing to the decision of the Court of Consuls 
restraining the Council from carrying out the resolution passed by the 
Ratepayers at the special meeting on 20th April, by which they were 
instructed to put up the Jin-rik-sha licenses to public tender, they decided 
to cease after the 30th June from restricting the number to 1,500 and 
to grant them in future for all Jin-rik-shas on the following conditions. 

“The Superintendent of Police is instructed that the regulation 
restricting the number of Jinriksha licenses to 1,500 per month is now 
cancelled, and that in future licenses are to be granted for all Jinrikshas 
which prove on examination to be in thoroughly good condition. 

“ Before any Jinriksha is licensed, it must be submitted to a rigid 
examination and no license shall be issued for it unless it is found to be 
in thoroughly good order, 

« All licensed Jinrikshas shall be examined at the beginning of each 
month, and if not found to be in thoroughly good order and condition, 
they are to be prevented from plying for hire, and their licenses are to 
be withdrawn. 

“Every Jinriksha after having been examined and approved of, 
shall be immediately branded with a number on some part which cannot 
be easily removed or changed, and the license issued for it shall bear a 
number corresponding with that branded on the jinriksha,” 

Since the withdrawal of the restriction, the number of jinricksha 
licenses issued, has averaged about 2,500 per month. Latterly owners 
complain of the difficulty they experience in getting suitable coolies for 
them; and assert that the business is not a profitable one now, as the 
rate at which they can be let out for hire is very much less than 
formerly. 

We, the undersigned petitioners, Chang Seau-tze, Tsze Sue-dong, Chang Sung- 
kaw, etc., pray that the Council will not cause our jinrickshas to be inspected every 
month, and we agree to pay an increased rate of license fee if the number to be 
licensed is again limited as before. 

Since the regulation was altered last July, and licenses granted without 
restriction as to number, we have suffered great distress, Formerly there were only 
1,500, now there are over 2,000 jinrickshas, and the number is increasing monthly ; 
now if the Council do not put some limit on the number, there will so many as to 
interfere with the traffic on the roads, and many collisions will take place owing to 
the coolies who draw the jinrickshas being unfit for the work, 
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Now we are obliged to let out our jinrickshas at 100 cash per day, and some- 
times we cannot even get that amount, 

We therefore pray your Council to limit the number of licenses as formerly, 
and not to oblige us to have our jinrickshas iuspected every month, which will save 
you @ good deal of trouble, but instruct the Police to strictly watch the jinrickshas, 
and if any are in bad order, or if the coolies disobey the regulations, let the licenses 
be forfeited for a few days, and the coolies punished, 

Carriages.—There has been a considerable increase in the number of 
carriages standing for hire at the Native Livery stables, and plying on 
the streets, The greatest number of licenses issued in one month was 
in May, when there were 248 against 188 in same month last year, but 
during the other months the increase was not so large, the average 
number having been 206 against 173 last year. 


Wheelbarrows.—The number of Wheelbarrows licensed during the 
year has averaged about 1,500 per month, but owing to the increased 
number of Jinrickshas, and the reduced fares now charged by them, there 
has latterly been a great falling off in the number, only 1,225 having 
been licensed in December against 2,039 in the same month last year. 
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POLICE. 


Variations 1x THE Porick Force purine THE YEAR. 


Foreigners.—One sergeant and five constables have resigned, ‘five 
constables have been dismissed, and one constable has died, 

Eleven men have joined the force. 

Natives.—Fifteen constables have been dismissed and two have died. 

Twenty-seven men have joined the force. 

Present Strength—On 31st December 1882. 

Thirty foreigners. 

One hundred and seventy natives, 

Of these, there are employed on special duties : 

Foreigners, one sergeant and-four-constables, 

Natives, twelve constables, A 

In consequence of the increased number of carriages using the 
Bubbling Well road, four additional constables have been placed along 
it to regulate the traffic, and to prevent the overcrowding of carriages, 

As nearly the whole of the settlement is now built over, and the 
number of inhabitants is increasing daily, the principal streets have 
become more crowded with pedestrians and vehicles of different kinds; 
it is. therefore necessary that there should be additional constables to 
regulate the traffic. At present there are about 4,000 vehicles licensed 
to ply for hire in the settlement, which gives employment to about 7,000 
coolies, many of whom are of the lowest class, without any fixed place 
of residence, 

As they are continually changing, going backward and forward 
between Shanghai and their native places, or finding employment else- 
where, it is difficult to exercise any control over them; hence the neces- 
sity for having constables stationed in the streets to instruct them in, 
and to enforce the rules of the road. 

Accidents frequently occur owing to the carelessness of the jinrick- 
sha coolies who rush along the streets with their heads down, and never 
look where they are going. 

Since the withdrawal of the restriction as to the number of licensed 
jinrickshas, competition has become so great that the coolies find some 
difficulty in earning a living; consequently the better and stronger men 
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are now finding other employment. Fares have been reduced and as the 
jinrickshas are chiefly used by Chinese who settle before getting into 
them about the fare to be paid, they are the gainers by the reduction. 

On the back of each jinricksha and wheelbarrow license is printed in 
simple characters the rules of the road, but this is almost useless, as but 
few of the coolies are able to read. 7 


Decorations AND Rewarps. 


In May last the Austro Hungarian, Acting Consul-General in- 
formed the Council that H. I. and R. Apostolic Majesty by an Imperial 
decree dated 11th February had deigned to confer upon Superintendent 
Penfold the Golden Cross of Merit, and upon Inspector Stripling the 
Silver Cross with the crown in recognition of the services rendered by . 
them to the Austro Hungarian Consulate General since its establish- 
ment in 1869, ond asked in what manner they would wish the distinction 
to be presented. 


At the request of the Chairman the Acting Consul-General attended 
at the Council room on the morning of 8rd June when accompanied by 
the members of Council he proceeded to the court yard of the Central 
Station, when the whole police force was drawn up, and in their presence 
he presented the decorations to Messrs. Penfold and Stripling, thanking 
them for the services they had rendered to the Consulate General. 

On the 16th July the Native Constable No. 81, who was on duty 
near the Hongkew Bridge had two Chinamen pointed out to him who 
were said to be armed with revolvers, and on his going up to address 
them, he was shot at by one of them, and severely wounded in the chest, 
The two men then got into a sanpan in the creek and endeavored to 
escape, but one fell overboard into the water, and after swimming a short 
distance was captured by another constable who had then come to the 
spot. The other managed to get away into the country but being 
pressed on by a crowd of natives, he got on the roof of a house, where 
he was eventually captured by the police after he had fired five shots 
amongst the crowd, wounding a native carpenter in the shoulder. 

It subsequently transpired that the men were two convicts under 
sentence of death who had escaped from prison in Tientsin to which 
place they were sent back, and beheaded soon after their arrival there. 

The Mixed Court Magistrate handed the Superintendent of Police 
Tis. 100 to be divided amongst the three constables who arrested the 
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men, and in addition the Council awarded to each of them a donation of 
Tis. 25 as a mark of their appreciation of the services rendered by them 
on this: occasion. 

The Native Carpenter who was wounded in the shoulder was also 
rewarded by the Mixed Court Magistrate. 


Bumpers Srricg, 

In June last the Ningpo and Saoshing men employed in construct- 
ing some new houses in Canton road, refused to work as the head man 
had reduced their wages, and made some alteration in the food supplied 
to them, with which they were dissatisfied; other men were engaged to 
replace them, on which a disturbance took place, the men on strike 
attempting to prevent the others from working, and four of them were 
in consequence brought to the Police Station. 


Next day they were taken before the Mixed Court Magistrate who 
ordered two of them to be locked up until they could find security for 
their good behaviour in future, and this excited the indignation cf their 
friends, who attempted to rescue them but were prevented by the 
Municipal police. ‘ 

During the afternoon a very large number of carpenters and builders 
collected at the house of the head man, with the intention of getting 
hold of him, but as he had taken refuge in the Mixed Court, they were 
unable to do so, on which they commenced to break the doors and 
windows of the house, and otherwise damage his property. 


Inspector Wilson and a party of police from the Louza station 
were soon in the spot, but were unable to disperse the crowd, who saluted 
themwith a volley of stones, and brickbats compelling them to take 
shelter in the house. Information of this was conveyed to the Central 
Station, and shortly afterwards Superintendent Penfold with a large 
body of armed constables made his appearance on which the crowd 
quietly dispersed. 

As fears were entertained that they might retum at night and 
attempt to set fire to the house, an express was sent out at 6 p.m., 
calling on the volunteers to hold themselves in readiness to turn out 
should the alarm be given, but fortunately their services were not 
required, and the matters in dispute between the employers, and work- 
men were settled without any further disturbance. 
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Sraixe or Carco Boatmen. 


About a month after the Builders strike, Messrs. Wheelock & Co., 
Agents for the Shanghai Cargo Boat Company, informed the Council 
that the boatmen formerly employed in their cargo boats ; and who had 
struck for higher wages, were interfering with the new men engaged to 
supply their place, which would probably lead to a disturbance; they 
therefore requested that the Superintendent of Police should be instructed 
to take such steps as might be necessary to preserve the peace. 


On receiving this information additional constables were ordered to 
be stationed at the different pontoons in the settlement in order to 
prevent any interference with the boatmen, and in compliance with a 
request from Mr. Wheelock constables were sent to protect his private 
dwelling house on the Bubbling Well road, but no disturbance 
took place. 


Crime. 


During the year four cases of murder have occurred within the 
settlement, 


1st. A Chinaman living in Hongkew who had some suspicions 
about his wife, having found her in company with another man, at- 
tacked the latter, murdered him, and then cnt off his head. He then 
stabbed his wife, but was prevented from killing her by his mother, who 
lived in the house with them ; immediately afterwards he went into the 
city and gave himself up to the authorities, stating that he had killed 
his wife and the man he found with her. The wife eventually recovered, 
and the husband after being kept in the city for some months, was 
released. 

2nd. During a quarrel between some men on board boats in the 
Soochow Creek, one of them struck a boy with a boat book, wounding 
him severely. The boy was taken to the hospital where he died, and 
the man sent into the city, where he was kept for one month, and 
then released, 

8rd. A man who had been quarrelling with his wife, took up his 
child, who was about 8 years of age, and in a fit of passion, dashed it 
against the floor until he killed it. He was taken before the Mixed 
Court and sent into the city. 
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4th. On the evening of the 26th December a house in Quangse 
road, occupied by a mandarin and his wife, along with their child and 
four servants, was burned down, and next day on turning over the ruins, 
the bodies of the two first were discovered amongst them, On examina- 
tion it was found that the mandarin's head had been cut off and removed 
and that his wife had been strangled, the rope being still round her neck. 
In the meantime all the servants had disappeared, but soon afterwards 
one of them, a woman, was found with the child, and from her it was 
ascertained that the mandarin and his wife had been murdered by the 
other servants, assisted by four men, who then set fire to the house and 
escaped, taking with them all the money and jewellery on which they 
could lay their hands. Two of the servants have been arrested at Soo- 
chow, and it is supposed that the other one will soon be taken, 


On the morning of 8th May the body of a woman was found in a 
small creek at the side of the Bubbling Well road, with the throat cut; 
the deceased had evidently struggled with her murderer, as her hands 
were much cut, as if she had seized the knife, 

On enquiry it was found that the woman was 19 years of age, and 
that she was servant to a man in the city, who had bought her six years 
previously in Hankow. 

Some days before her body was found, she had left her master's 
house taking with her a gold bracelet worth $160, the property of her 
mistress. 

An inquest was held on the body by the Che Hsien, and it was 
decided that she had committed suicide; consequently no further enquiries 
were made. ; 

Srox anp Destirute Forgicnens. 

On the 1st January 1882, there were 6 destitute foreigners in the 
free beds at the General Hospital, and during the year 66 have been sent 
and admitted to the Hospital. 


Of these 55 were discharged cured, 9 died, and 8 are now left in 
the Hospital.

The attention of the Council having been directed to the want of 
proper accommodation for the increasing number of prisoners at the 
different Police Stations, it was decided that an endeavour should be made 
to secure H. B. M. Gaol for the municipality, if it could be purchased, or 
leased on reasonable terms.

number of cells in it, should be reserved for British Consular prisoners, and they 
would hope that in consideration of the building being still applied to the purposes 
for which it was originally intended, and has been hitherto used, H. M.'s Govern- 
ment will be prepared to name such resonable terms of purchase as will be likely to 
meet with the sanction of the Ratepayers,

Srr—I have the honour to inform you that on the 2nd inst,, a native Police 
sergeant found two men quarrelling in the Shanse road and on enquiry he ascertained 
that one was a Lekin runner from the Custom House near the Stone Bridge on the 
Soochow Creek, and that he had arrested the other man for having in his possesion, 
a bundle of silk on which the lekin had not been paid. 

The owner of the silk admits that he brought the silk from Ningpo some two 
months since, and that he has not paid the lekin on it. 

As the Council consider that occurrences of this sort may lead ts serious 
troubles, they will feel much obliged if you will inform them whether the native 
Authorities have the right to send their runners into the Settlement to arrest, with- 
out any warrant, any person whom they find in possession of native produce on 
which they think, or are able to prove that the lekin has not been paid,

Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 13th instant, 
and reply, I beg to say that the man arrested on 2nd instant by the Lekin runner 
was carrying the silk through the Settlement from his house in Pekin road, with the 
intention of taking it into the city for sale there, and it is supposed that the Lekin 
office received information from some one that the silk was to be taken into the 
city on that morning. 

I beleve that no attempt would have been made to seize the silk in the house of 
the owner ; but I understand that there are always runners in and about the Settle- 
ment belonging to the different Lekin offices engaged in pursuing their calling. 

When the two men were found quarrelling in the Shanse road, the runner in- 
formed the native sergeant that he was trying to bring the other to the Louza Police 
Station, in order to have him sent to the Mixed Court, whilst the owner of the silk 
asserted that the runner intended to take him to the Lekin Station outside the 
Settlement. 

Both men were taken before the Mixed Court, charged with creating a distur- 
bance, and remanded,

The Inspector reports that as usual the streets and alleyways in the 
Settlements have been swept and cleaned, the former twice and the latter 
once daily throughout the year, and the garbage removed in boats. 


The number of Cart-loads collected has been. 
English Settlement.......-.22,871 against 19,378 last year. 
Hongkew ,, as000000018,880 “5, 12,876 3 
86,251 81,754 
being an increase of 4,497 over last year, besides which 2,732 Cart- 
loads, of mud, sand, &c. have been collected from the streets and side 
channels, 

The street sinks have been cleaned on an average once in three 
weeks and the deposit from them removed outside the settlement. 

Disinfectants consisting of Carbolic acid, carbolate of lime, and coppe- 
ras mixed according to the directions of the Health officer have been freely 
used, more particularly during the summer months. The side channels 
in the Maloo have been daily washed down after the market is closed, 
and disinfectants have been used from May till October. 

The roads in the settlements, and the Bubbling Well road have been 
watered on 236 days during the year. The Watering Carts have been 
fitted with strong springs in order to reduce as much as possible the noise 
made by them in passing along the streets. 

There have been no complaints of any serious nuisances; the night 
soil contractor has performed his duties in a satisfactory manner. 

Owing to the great extension of the inhabited parts of the settle- 
ment the Inspector found it neccessary in the early part of the year to 
employ an extra number of coolies to sweep the streets, and remove the 
garbage and on his recommendation the Council authorized the engage- 
ment of an additional overseer to superintend the cleaning of the alleys 
in the English settlement, and an assistant overseer for Hongkew. 

The attention of the Council having been directed to the annoyance 
and incovenience caused to all those either walking or riding along the 
Bubbling Well road, owing to the residents there allowing the refuse, 
and garbage from their houses to be thrown out on the road, where they 
remained emitting a most offensive smell, it was decided to instruct the 
Surveyor to arrange for their removal once daily, which is now done, 
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Complaints however are still made as the refuse is often thrown out 
after the cart employed to remove it has passed, and it consequently 
remains on the road till the following day. 


Looat Lorrertzs. 


In Angust last the Superintendent of Police reported that there 
were 59 shops in the settlements for the sale of local lottery tickets, 56 
of which were kept by natives, and 3 by Portuguese ; these tickets cost 
$1 each, but as each is divided into 10 parts, one part can be bought for 
120 cash so that even the poorest coolie is tempted to buy a share. 

As these lotteries had a most demoralizing effect upon the natives, 
who resorted to all sorts of means in order to get money to buy 
tickets, the Council decided to have them stopped, and the shops closed, 
but this was found almost impossible, as when the owners were sum- 
moned before the Mixed Court, foreigners came forward, who asserted 
that the shops were their property, and as the Court had no jurisdiction 
over them it was powerless to deal with the cases. 

The Council then wrote to the Acting Consul General for Portugal 
asking him to prohibit all Portugueese subjects from selling these local 
tickets, and through his good offices it was arranged, that if the Chinese 
owners were again summoned before the Mixed Court, no Portuguese 
should come forward to protect them. 

On the 4th December the Superintendent of Police reported that 
all the local lottery offices in the settlement, conducted by Chinese had 
been closed by the Mixed Court, and there were then only 7 open, all 
conducted by Foreigners; at this time however the natives began to have 
some suspicions about the manner in which these lotteries were conducted, 
and as none of them ever got any prizes, they naturally came to the 
conclusion that there must be something wrong. 

In order to satisfy themselves a crowd assembled in December at 
one of the shops on the day appointed for the drawing, seized upon the 
wheel in which the tickets were placed ready to be drawn, and as they 
anticipated, the number was found to be considerably short; on this 
Being - ascertained a riot took place, the crowd taking possession of the 
shop, turning out the owner, and breaking all the furniture, ete.; which 
has practically put a stop to local lotteries. 

Soon after this occurrence the following proclamation was issued 
by the Mixed Court Magistrate. 
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Proclamation, issued by CHEN, Magistrate of the Mixed Court at Shanghai. 

Although when Chinese and Foreigners on former occasions took Manila lot- 
tery tickets, cut them up into tenths, and besides this issued forged tickets, I have 
always set my face against it, and I have sentenced Chinese accused of having 
secretly sold such tickets, and hereby violating the law, on proof of guilt, to either 
imprisonment or fine. Foreigners lending their names to such transactions were 
dealt with by their respective Consuls. 

At present there are some bad people who still dare to secretly sell tenths, 
forged tickets and old (used up) tickets mixed up together with new ones and 
thereby deceive people. They despise the law and everybody must needs hate 
them. The men who buy ‘those tickets are also evildoers, they still will covet 
riches and will still be betrayed by the ticket sellers, Very often this will happen 
through their own fault, 

As for the real Manila tickets, they are not forbidden, there are no rules 
concerning these, 

Besides this strict prohibition I have also communicated with the Taotai in a 
petition. I hope everybody will know this, My prohitbition is in force from to- 
day, and you have to give up these evil practices. 

Do not again borrow the name of foreign merchants, do not cut the tickets to 
tenths and sell them secretly mixed up with forged tickets, If you dare to do this 
again I will at once enquire into the matter and the punishment will be severe, 

Let everybody obey.

The Inspector reports that he has daily inspected the markets 
where Foreigners get their provisions, and has found them well supplied 
with good and wholesonie articles of food. Beef and Mutton have been 
good and plentiful, and there have always been abundant supplies of 
Fish Poultry, Game and Vegetables. 

No siezure of bad meat has been made on the market, but 2,180 Ibs. 
beef, and 165 Ibs. mutton were rejected at the slaughterhouses as unfit 
for foreign consumption.

24 of the ponies killed were suffering from glanders, most of them being 
the property of Shantung dealers; the carcases of 46 animals which 
had died from disease were disposed of to the grease shops, and 24 Sick 
Oxen and Buffaloes were brought there to be killed. 

The Native dairies have been inspected every fortnight, and the 
cattle in them were found healthy, and free from disease, except during 
the month of September, when some kind of epidemic attacked the 
animals in four of them, situated outside the settlement. 

The calves and young stock were first affected, but subsequently the 
cows were also attacked; the disease carrying off 7 cows, and 14 calves, 

On the 8th October 5 cows, 4 calves and 1 bull in a dairy near the 
second mile stone on the Bubbling Well road, were attacked by the disease, 
and died soon‘afterwards, y 

At present there are 21 Native Dairies with 298 head of cattle, of 
which 7 with 98 head are situated within the limits of Hongkew, and 1 
with 12 head in the English settlement; all the others are outside. 

The ponies at the Native Livery stables have always been found 
perfectly healthy but owing to overwork, many of them were frequently 
in very poor condition. :

. (a) Six months spent continuously in Shanghai are taken to constitute residence 
in this as in former reports, In making up these returns the separation of Residents 
from Non-Residents is always attended with some difficulty, and the results are I 
believe seldom absolutely correct. 


(b) The census taken in 1880 gives 1,171 men and 502 women; this however 
was limited to the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, and did not include 
the shipping which would have added considerably to the number of the men, 
“For statistical purposes we have still much need of a carefully taken census which 


* shall embrace the whole foreign community, and which, in addition to sex and 


numbers merely, shall give a return of age, condition, occupation and duration of 
residence.” (Report for 1881.) 

Nationality was registered in eighty three 
cases, the distribution being as follows:—Great Britain 42, Spain 10, 
Portugal 8, Germany 7, Manila 4, America 3, Austria 2, Sweden 2, 
France 1, Norway 1, Belgium 1, India 1, Mauritius 1.

From 1866 to 1874 inclusive, eo far as is known, there were no 
eases of Cholera among Foreigners in Shanghai; but in 1875 nine 
deaths were certified as due to that disease, and the table now given 
shews the yearly mortality in the foreign population from Cholera, since 
that date. 
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Twenty-three cases of Cholera were treated in the General Hospitay 
during the months of August, September and October, viz :—In August 
9 cases, September 11 cases, October 3 cases; of these, eleven 
were fatal. The returns of the Shantung Road Native Hospital shew 
35 cases treated during the months of July, August, September, October, 
and November, with ten deaths(a). Returns of the deaths occuring 
among the Natives inhabiting the Foreign Settlements, were obtained 
through the Tepaous, last Angust, for the first time. Cholerais, it would 

” seem, a disease well known to the Chinese in this district, under the name 
of # i Fa Sha, (0) and under this heading 109 deaths were registered 
as follows :—August 40, September 37, October 20, November 10, and 
December 2. Several cases of Cholera were I believe, registered also 
under the name of {{§ 4€ Shang Han, but this term includes Fevers of 
various kinds, 

My own views with regard to this disease have already been fally stated 
in these reports (c), but a brief recapitulation may not be considered out 
of place here. It is true (Asiatic) Cholera, It is due to a specific 
poison, which is probably swallowed along with certain articles of food 
and drink consumed by the individuals attacked(d). It is endemic in 
this part of China. We know little definitely regarding the conditions, 
which, by favouring the development and diffusion of the poison, deter- 
mine the epidemic prevalence of the disease; but it is certain that dirt 
and overcrowding are among them. Individual protection is to be 
sought chiefly in the avoidance of articles of food and drink which haye 
not been subjected thoroughly to the process of boiling; water and milk 
are probably good carriers of the poison, and need special care. Alcoholic 
excesses, insufficient and improper food, over fatigue, and undue exposure 
to weather, are predisposing causes only, and quite insufficient of them- 
selves to produce the disease. The fear of infection has no power

the Cholera poison may be so freely generated, and so widely diffused, as to load even 
the air with its germs, and that the respiratory act alone may be sufficient to convey 
it into the month of the victim ; but where the outbreak is limited and the cases 
scattered, it is difficult to believe that the air has acted as the carrier” 
(Report 1881), 
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to produce Cholera, save in so far as by its depressing influence 
it interferes with nutrition, and lessens individual ‘power of resistance 
during exposure to the action of the poison. Cholera, as we have 
hitherto seen it in Shanghai, does not seem to be directly communicated 
by the sick to those who are brought in contact with them, and the at- 
tendants on cases of Cholera need have little fear of infection. Of those 
who are attacked, the young and robust are naturally the most likely to 
recover; old age, natural or acquired weakness of constitution, and, above 
all, diseased conditions of the elimenating organs of the body, such as . 
the degenerations resulting from intemperance, dispose to, or actually 
determine, a fatal issue. The Municipal Authorities, as guardians of 
the public health, should at all times, but more especially when sporadic 
Cholera appears in the district, have their attention directed to such matters 
as the efficiency of the arrangements made for the collection and removal 
of the night soil, the cleansing.of the courts and alleys in the 
Chinese quarters, and the condition of the public drains. The preven- 
tion of overcrowding is clearly a duty which should devolve on the 
Municipal Authorities, but their power under the existing land Regula- 
tions is limited, and does not extend to the interior of the dwelling 
houses; the extension and widening of the public roads is perhaps the 
only way in which the Municipality can at present act efficiently in this 
direction. I have never thought it necessary in these reports to discuss 
Quarantine as a protection against Cholera in Shanghai, for, even if the 
danger to be apprehended were only that of invasion from without, the 
utter inpossibility of guarding the land and water approaches to the 
Settlements, must, I imagine, be apparent to all without discussion. 
Moreover, if compliance with the existing harbour regulations is likely 
to lead to any prolonged detention of ships or junks with Cholera on 
board at the lower limits of the harbour, then, in the ease of Cholera at 
least, the sooner such restrictions are done away with the better; since, 
were the cases at all numerous, such a regulation would have the effect 
of increasing considerably the risks attending pollution of the River, by 
bringing the source of contamination in close proximity to the point of 
intake from which the Settlements are so soon to derive their water 
supply. Imported cases of Cholera should, at this Port, he brought on 
shore with as little delay as possible, to be treated in the General Hospital 
if few in number, or in a Hospital specially prepared for their reception, 
if their number is at all considerable. 
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It is important as well as interesting, to trace, in connection with 
this comparatively limited outbreak of Cholera in Shanghai, the progress 
which that disease made elsewhere daring the year, but the limits of this 
report do not permit of my doing this at any length. I note here how- 
ever a few facts to indicate the direction which such an enquiry might 
take, Cholera was last year epidemic in Japan between, and including, 
the months of April and August. In Yokohama, 164 cases with 92 
deaths, were reported to have occurred between the 26th of April and 
the 29th of May. In Cochin-China, Cholera was epidemic for four 
months in the last half of the year, and is said to have occasioned the 
deaths of many thousands of the natives, The epidemic in Manila, which 
began in August and lasted about two months, was of altogether 
exceptional severity ; in one province, as many as 1099 cases are reported 
to have occurred in a single day, with 994 deaths; while in Manila 
and its suburbs, the mortality has been estimated at nearly 10 per 
cent. of the whole population. Manila has not been visited by epidemic 
Cholera since 1863 (d). 

Malarial Fevers.—I have to note the unusual prevalence of Fever 
of an Intermittent type among the resident foreign population during 
the month of August. Of the cases which came under my own immediate 
observation, many were characterised by a remarkable, and apparently 
sudden, elevation of temperature; the transition from a condition of 
seemingly perfect health being without previous warning. In a few, well 
marked vigors and vomiting marked the onset of the disease, but the 
greater number of the sufferers conplained only of chilliness, headache, and 
general malaise. Previous attacks of the same, or a similar, kind, 
evidently increased individual liability; and residence in the outskirts of 
the settlements was apparently a predisposing cause. At or about the 
same time catarrhal affections of the stomach and bowels were prevalent, 
but not, I think, more so than in previous years, 

Enteric Fever.—Two deaths ‘were registered from Enteric Fever, 
One on the 10th of April, a resident for three months in Shanghai; the 
other in July, a resident in Shanghai for several years. The death in 
April occurred in a house in the Kiangse Road, the illness commencing 
on the Ist of the month. At the same time, (on the Ist of April two cases 


(d) Tn 1881, in the month of July, Cholera made its appearance at Bangkok, 
and was reported as prevailing ‘with much virulence’ throughout Siam.

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and 6th of April one case) three other resident foreigners were attacked, 
two of these residing in houses in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
Kiangse Road (Makalee Terrace), and the other a resident in the 
Szechuen Road, between the Foochow and Canton Roads, These cases 
occurred coincidently with the opening of the Kiangse and Szechuen 
Roads (a) for the purpose of laying the pipes for the new water 
supply, and this coincidence strengthened the opinion which I expressed 
to the Council in my letter dated 8th April, that it would be unwise to 
permit the laying of these pipes during the summer months. 

Small Pow.—Two deaths were registered from Small Pox in 
December. These deaths in the Foreign population followed an out- 
break of the disease among the natives which has not yet (31st 
January 1883) terminated. Among the natives inhabiting the Settle- 
ments North of the Yang-king-pang, 4 deaths were‘ registered from 
Small Pox in November, 42 in December, and 28 in January (1883). 
The greater number of these occurred in district E, in the plan of the 
Settlement which I prepared for the purpose of native death registration 
in August. This district is situated in Hongkew, between the Hongkew 
Creek and the North Honan Road, being bounded on the South by the 
Tiendong and Seward Roads, and on the north by fields under cultivation 
and a creek which runs east and west (d). It includes a collection of poor 
native houses know as Bamboo Town, where a number of Manilamen, 
Malays and Indians, connected in various capacities with the shipping, 
have taken up their residence. In this district, and chiefly in Bamboo Town, 
there were six deaths from Small Pox during the first week of December, 
in the second week ten deaths were registered, in the third week six, and in 
the fourth week ten; making a total of thirty-two deaths in this district 
alone, during the month. From district E., the disease spread to the South 
of the Tiendong and Seward Roads, to district F.; and in this district, a 
single death was reported in the third week of December, and six deaths 
in the last week. Up to the end of December, the deaths from Small Pox 
among the Natives were confined to Hongkew; but on the 3rd of January 
(1883) a death was reported in the English Settlement, and up to the 
present date (31st January) four deaths have been registered there (c).

() District E has a population of about 8,500 Chinese and about 260 
foreigners,

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‘The total number of native deaths from Small Pox registered in January 
has been twenty-eight, twenty-five of which occurred in Hongkew, and 
ten in district E. Of the total number of those deaths registered 
in December and January (70), sixty-six were children under ten 
years of age. 

In December I wrote officially to the surgeons in charge of war 
vessels lying in the Harbour, announcing the epidemic prevalence of 
Small Pox, and declaring the districts in Hongkew (E. and F.) to be 
specially infected. 

Scarlet Fever.—Two deaths are registered from this cause in April, 
and one other. case, which recovered, was reported in the end of 
March. This is the second time that Scarlet Fever has appeared in the 
Register. The first was in 1873, a solitary case, presenting a malignant 
type, and said té have been imported from Chefoo; this death was 
registered in October. 

Diphtheria.—One death from this cause is registered in November; 
and one in December. It is noteworthy that during the year many cases 
of so-called “diphtheritic” sore throat occurred in the foreign population, 
all however yielding more or less readily to appropriate treatment. The 
death in December came under my own immediate observation; in this case 
the nostrils pharynx and larynx, were the seat of characteristic exudation 
and ulceration ; tracheotomy was performed early on the morning of the 
12th day, death taking place at noon on the 13th day, apparently from a 
gradual failure of the powers of life. Farther information regarding 
this disease as it has appeared in Shanghai, with a brief record of two 
similar cases, will be found in my Report for 1881 at page 10. 

Phthisis.—Eight deaths were registered during the year from 
Phthisis, and in continuance of the table given in my last Report, I offer 
the following statement for consideration :—

Besides the above, there are two deaths (June and October) registered 
as “Consumption” on consular certificates. Of the eight deaths tabulated, 
three at least appear to have developed in Shanghai (see Health Officer’s 
Report for 1881 page 15.) 

The following has reference to the death certificates, and is intended 
more especially for the information of medical men :— 

Measles.—This case is qualified as malignant. Scarlet Fever.— 
Valvular disease of the heart resulting from endocarditis, is given 
asa “secondary cause” of death in the one case, and acute miliary 
tuberculosis in the other. The case of Fever in July, was fatal by 

‘cerebral effusion on the second day. In the death from Tuberculosis, 
capillary bronchitis is given as a secondary cause. The death 
from Syphilis is by chronic meningitis. Cancer, is qualified as inter- 
nal. The Abscess of Brain was secondary to caries of the temporal, 
bone. Rupture of the Heart is rupture of the ventricle in a case of 
“Fatty Heart.” The case of Diarrhea, fatal in October, is qualified as 
acute; the case in November was accompanied by “fever,” and was 
fatal by “exhaustion.” The case of Hepatic Abscess is said to have 
burst through the lung, and “lung disease” is given as a secondary 
cause of death. Under the generic term Bright’s Disease, are included 
four deaths returned respectively as:—Chronic Nephritis, Bright's disease, 
Albuminuria, and Chronic Interstitial Nephritis, In the death from 
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Debility in December, rheumatism is given as a secondary cause. Aleo- 
holic Poisoning.—one case is qualified as chronic, congestion of brain 
being given as a secondary cause of death; another is associated with 
diarrhea, cerebral effusion being a secondary cause of death, 


Tt has been customary in Shanghai to limit as far as possible all 
interference with the soil during the summer months, and in April, 
the Council consulted me as to the propriety of enforcing this rule in 
the case of the Water Works Company. The interference with the 
drainage of the Settlement, and the disturbance of the soil, caused by the 
laying of the pipes, together with the absence of distinct proof that a 
temporary delay in that particular part of the work would seriously 
retard the supply of water to the Settlements, seemed to me sufficient 
reasons for advising the Council to withhold all permits for opening the 
roads between the Ist of May and the return of cool weather. This view 
being generally endorsed by the members of the medical profession in 
Shanghai, the Council decided to prohibit the work, and the facts which 
have come to my knowledge regarding disease during the year, and 
which are recorded in the foregoing report, have fully justified their 


action,

Buipryes. 


The outgoing Council of 1881 made provision in the Budget for 
the cost of a sectional police station, but left the incoming Council to 
decide whether it should be built in this settlement, or Hongkew. 

After consulting with the Superintendent of police the Council came to 
the conclusion that the new station was chiefly required in this settlement, 
and they finally selected as the most convenient and suitable site for it, 
the vacant piece of land belonging to the Municipality, immediately 
adjoining the Lock Hospital, situated between the Foochow and Canton 
roads, 

In May last a contract was made for the construction of the station, 
to contain accommodation for a Married Foreign Copstable, 10 Native 
Constables, and cells for 10 to 12 prisoners, for the sum of Tls. 2,750. 

The building was completed in October and is now occupied as a 
police station under charge of Sergeant Kluth. 


Roaps. 


Foochow Road.—The foot path on the north side of this road has 
been continued as far as the Old Shanghai Hotel, the Council having 
purchased for this purpose, a strip of Lots 22 and 1217 measuring 
168 X 4 from Mr. B. D. Benjamin, for the sum of Tis. 800. 

Szechuen Road.—The side walk on the west of this road, has been 
completed between the Ningpo and Pekin roads, a strip of Lot 40 
measuring 867 having been purchased from the Agent for Miss 
Crampton for the sum of Tls. 850 in which is included the cost of 
removing buildings &c. 

Kiukiang Road.—Has been widened by acquiring from Dr. Little a 
strip of Lot 8278 measuring 366 x 8 extending from the Yunan to 
the Thibet road for the sum of Ts. 710==40. 

Siking Road.—The following correspondence refers to the arrange- 
ments made in 1875 regarding this road. 
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SHANGHAI, 20th May, 1882, 


Srr,—Under a deed dated 22nd April, 1875, E.Iveson and W. Kidner, as 
Trustees of the Shanghai Real Property Association, and the late E, M. Smith, bound 
themselves not to erect Chinese houses, or rent to persons ‘of ill fame, any building 
fronting the eastern end of the Siking road, under a penalty of ten thousand taels 
to be paid by them to the Municipal Council in the event of their doing so. 

The bond stipulates that Chinese houses shall not be built fronting the Siking 
road, but does not restrict their unsightly backs or outhouses being next to it, neither 
is any objection made to Chinese hongs, or buildings of partly native and foreign 
construction, which could be occupied by Chinese, as Mr. Dowdall, your former 
Legal Adviser, in his letter to the Council dated 27th August, 1881, states, it only 
applies to ordinary Chinese houses as generally understood with wood fronts and 
backs, &e, 

The bond apparently only debars from fronting the road ordinary Chinese 
houses or shops, being the class of structure now most suited to the neighbourhood, 
and as the whole of the property on each side of the road, belongs to the repre- 
sentatives of the persons who signed the document, it cannot be the slightest conse- 
quence to others whether Chinese houses are built fronting the road or not, the 
Council derive no benefit from the restriction, but on the contrary, as the frontage 
cannot be utilized to advantage, a large piece of land remains vacant, thereby 
causing loss of taxes to the community, 

The circumstances under which the bond was entered into have now completely 
changed, insomuch that it has become objectionable and ob&tructive, does injury to 
the road by preventing its improvement, and no good to anyone, and may be a 
source of litigation and annoyance, consequently we, as the representatives of the 
persons who made it, are desirous of having it cancelled, so that the frontages of 
the Siking road may have the same advantages as all the other roads in the Settle- 
ments, and we therefore beg that the Council, as cer as they are concerned, will not 
object to the Bond being retracted

Yuen-fong Road.—A new 380 feet road has been opened up in con- 
tinuation of the Yuen-fong road, extending from the Broadway to Seward 
road, the Council having acquired from Mr. Chu Yu Chee for this pur- 
pose a portion of his property in that neighborhood, measuring 2m. 8f. 91. 
for the sum of Tis. 3,585.00 being at the rate of Tls. 1,5C0 per mow, in. 

' which is included the cost of moving graves and old buildings &c. 

Seward Road.—After considerable difficulty an arrangement was 
made with the Ningpo guild in May last, by which they agréed to allow 
this road to be continued through their property, on their being paid 
the sum of Tls. 500, and the whole length is now open from the Hong- 
kew Creek to Kung-ping road. 

Broadway.—An agreement has been made with Mr. Saunders by 
which on condition of his being paid the’sum of Tls. 300;he surrenders 
to the Council until the end of his lease on 31st December, 1898, a strip 
of land along the Broadway, extending from the Whangpoo road, measur- 
ing 180 x 2 along with a portion at the corner containing 300 feet. 

New Roads.—A new 30 feet road has been made extending from 
the Woosung to a line in continuation of the Chapoo road between the 
buildings belonging to the Methodist Episcopal Mission: and the new 
houses built by Mr. Chu Yu Chee, the latter having surrendered the 
land required for this purpose free of cost. 
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New Names to Roaps, 
October 1881, new roads have been made through the properties on the 
Yang-king-pang Creek, belonging to Messrs, Reuben Sassoon, and Alex 
Oushny and-the following names haye been given to the roads, 

The road from junction of the Hoopeh and Canton roads to the 
Sungkiang road to be called Hoopeh road. The road from the Fokien 
to the junction of the Hoopeh and Chekiang roads to be called Pakhoi 
road, and the part of the Hoopeh road between the Chekiang and Canton 
roads to be called Hoihow road. 


Ovrsipz Roans, 

Bubbling Well Road.—This road has been widened, and a side walk 
made for the whole distance between the Skew Bridge and Carters road, 
the Council having acquired for this purpose; a strip of Mr. Wheelock's 
property in the neighborhood measuring 1m. 3f, Ol. for the sum of Tls. 
1,215 in which is included the cost of moving back walls and making a 
new fence, &c. 

Land for Storing Road Material.—The rent of the 10 mow of land 
situated on the Defence Creek, and leased to the Council as a chip yard, 
has been raised to Tis, 500 per annum, in consequence of the increased 
yalue of land in that neighborhood. 

Land for Depositing Garbage, §c.—The Council having been unable 
to find a piece of land suitable for depositing garbage, the Tls. 1,000 
provided in the Budget have not been expended, but a similar amount 
has been again provided in the Budget for 1883 so that the incoming 
Council will be in a position to avail of any opportunity which may offer 
for securing any ground suitable for this purpose, 

Repairing Roads opened by Water Works Company. The follow- 
ing letters give particulars of the arrangement made with the Water 
Works Company for the repairing of the roads opened by them in order 
to lay their pipes in the settlements. 


Shanghai, 15th June, 1882. 


GuyTLEMEN.—I am directed to call your attention to the state of the roads 
which were opened by the Water Works Company for the purpose of laying their 
pipes, &o, 

The trenches were filled in and the roads repaired after the pipes were laid, but 
since then, owing to the continuance of wet weather, they:-have sunk in many places 
forming depressions where the water lodges, which now require to be filled in and 
metalled, 
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The Council will be glad if you will kindly have this attended to at once, or if 
you prefer it, the Municipal Surveyor will have the work done, if the Water Works 
Company will pay the cost of material and labour, 

I may mention that this is the arrangement with the Gas Company. When 
they require to open the roads, they fill in the trenches after their pipes are laid, and 
anything subsequently required is done by the Council, the Gas Company paying 
for the materials and labour,

parts disturbed replaced in the same condition as they were before being opened 
for the purpose of laying the mains and pipes, viz: in as good order as the rest 
of the road,

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We are however of opinion that in some cases where repairs have been lately 
made, The parts repaired were left by the Company in a state equally good to 
the rest of the road and that they have been put into much better order than 
they were before the Company touched them. As we think this is scarcely in 
accord with our agreement or your own ideas, we shall feel obliged of you will 
arrange that the Company is not put to any expense beyond what is necessary to 
make the parts of a Road out of order equal to its general character,

Srir.—Atout the year 1860 the “Defence Committee” took over a portion of 
Lot 443, standing in the name of Messrs, Ashton and Jarvie, to form the “ Defence 
Creek" for the protection of the Settlement, 

The whole of the land so taken over was absorbed in the construction of the 
Creek still existing. 

Formerly a stone road existed along the northern boundary of Messrs, Ashton 
and Jarvie's property, leading from Sinza village to the present Amoy road, 

The Defence Committee in making the Creek omitted to form any provision to 
accorhmodate the occupants of the houses abutting on this old road. As long as the 
land in front remained unoccupied the want of an outlet was not felt, but recently 
the remainder of Lot 443 and Lot 382 adjoining have been Jet on Jease for a term 
of years, 

The Lessee has been interfered with by the residents along the old road, who 
have sought to establish a claim for a right of passage along the Defence Creek in 
lieu of the former means of access destroyed by the Defence Committee, The pre- 
sent owners of the lots in question have, however, never received any compensation 
for such a road, and have never permitted it to become a public thoroughfare, 

Much inconvenience is caused to the occupants of the buildings along the old 
road referred to as the only entrance to it remaining is by a passage near the Sinza 
village, and they are certainly entitled to a restoration of the original right of way 
by the present Amoy road, The Municipal Council is now the only representative 
of the former Defence Committee, and has acceeded to all the advantages accruing 
from its actions, 

It is therefore suggested that the present difficulty may be best met by the 
Council erecting in the place of that portion of the old road cut across by the 
Defence Creek a foot bridge to accommodate those who have suffered by the former 
action of the Defence Committee. Such a structure I may say could be put up for 
from Taels 200 to 250, and would be a general convenience,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE 
SHANGHAI RECREATION GROUND. 


Suaneual, 3rd January, 1883, 


To the Municipal Council of the 
Settlements North of the Yang-King-Pang. 


GenrLeuey, 


The Committee are glad to report that the Garden continues to 
flourish although the increasing numbers by whom it is patronized point 
to the advisability of increasing the area as soon as an available op- 
portunity can be found. 

The roof of the Tool shed having ceased to be watertight, the Com- 
mittee finding that the stock of bulbs which were kept there were in 
great danger from damp, have added a lean—to brick attachment at the 
back of No. 1 Greenhouse, which at present serves the double purpose of 
storing the spring bulbs during the summer, and as a refuge for some of 
the Ferns in winter. 

There is however a manifest want of room for the proper display of 
the really fine collection of plants they now possess, which must have 
protection from the frosts, and cannot be properly seen if piled together 
as at present, The Committee think that the winter display of flowers 
they are now enabled to make, is a source of considerable enjoyment to 
the Community, and that the Glass houses they at present possess could 
not without disadvantage be diverted from their present purpose and 
they would therefore beg to ask the Council to find funds to build a 
special fern house in the reserve garden, in hopes of which, estimates 
have been asked for from an English Firm, as the Committee are of 
opinion that looking to the rapid deterioration of the wooden houses and 
the constant expense of repairs, it will be cheaper to have an Iron and 
Glass house which will require nothing more than paint for a series 
of years. 

With regard to the enlargement of the Garden, the Committee have 
already suggested the taking in of the foreshore at the point, which is 
so rapidly making up as to leave little doubt that ere many years are 
over the River itself will have done the work up to High Water mark, 
but were met with the objection that the Native Authorities were not in 
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favor of narrowing the existing mouth of the creek. From inquiries 
lately made however they have reason to believe that if the Council will 
find the funds the permission will be granted, and it seems a pity that 
any opportunity of adding to the size of our recreation ground should be 
lost. The Committee therefore hope that the Council will take the 
matter into their serious consideration. 

Through the kindness of Captain Yankowsky and Captain Mackie 
the Committee have acquired a large quantity of Ichang concretions, with 
which they have added another rockery to the attractions of the Garden, 

They have also to thank Mr. G. Hopkins and Captain Symons for 
valuable contributions of Ferns and Plants, and Mr, John Wilson and 
Mr. Forbes for tree seeds, the result of which it is hoped will later on 
help to improve and beantify the settlement, as the sevdlings when raised 
are removed to the nursery now established at the Cemetery, and are 
available in due course for the public roads. 

The Garden houses have been put in order and the Garden imple- 
ments are all in fair working repair. We have now a good stock of 
moveable iron chairs which are great convenience to the public. 

The Committee will be glad if the Council will provide the usual 
grant for the maintenance of the Garden in the Budget. Y 

The accounts for the past year are appended but call for no special 
remark. 

The present Committee are Messrs. Rothwell, Welch and Corner 
who are willing to continue their services.

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SURVEYOR'S REPORT.

: I beg to hand you the report of the proceedings of 
this department for the year ended the 31st December, 1882. 

Bripers.—An iron bridge is being constructed across the Yang- 
king-pang at the end of the Kiangse Road under the supervision of the 
French Municipal Council. 

The Chefoo and Ningpo Road bridges have been replanked and 
thoroughly repaired. 

The bridges over the Defence, Hongkew, Soochow and Yang-king- 
pang Creeks have been repainted and repaired from time to time as 
required. 

Buitprxas.—A District Police Station has been built in the Bing- 
vong-ka, midway between Foochow and Canton Roads, containing 3 
dwelling rooms, ete., for Foreign Sergeant, 1 dwelling room with 10 bunks 
for Native Constables, 2 Cells, Charge Room, Kitchen and Servants’ 
Offices. The yard in front of the Station has been raised, drained and 
turfed, the paths metalled, and roadway curbed and side-channelled. 

The Bell Towers in the Central and Hongkew Police Stations have 
been repaired and painted. 

Repairs as needed have been made to all the Municipal buildings. 

Bunpixes.—Small repairs have been made to the different bundings 
and iron railings.

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Crmeterizs.—Two new sections K. and L., containing 824 and 
257 graves respectively, have been laid out in the New Cemetery, turfed 
and drained; the paths bricked and sanded. Shrubs and trees are now 
being planted. 

Repairs have been made to the tombstones in the New and Shan- 
tung Road Cemeteries where possible, and trees interfering with them, 
cut down. 

The New, Pootung, Shantung Road, and Soldiers’ Cemeteries have 
been kept in good order, and also the Cathedral Compound. 

The following statement shows the burials in the New and Poo- 
tung Cemeteries from 1st January to 3lst December, 1882; as com-

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Dratnace.—A brick drain has been constructed in the Pekin Road, 
between Kiangse and Upper Yuen-ming-ynen Roads; in the Yunan 
Road, between Canton and Sungkiang Roads; and in the North Sze- 
chuen Road, between Tiendong and North Soochow Roads. 

Tn conseqnence of the falling in of the old drain in the Honan Road, 
built several years ago by the late Mr. Smith, it has been necessary to 
rebuild that portion of the drain near the Sungkiang Road. 

The drainage operations in the following roads are. being rapidly 
proceeded with :— 

Seward Road,—From Yuen-fong Road to Hongkew Creek. 

Yuen-fong Road,—From Broadway to Seward Road. 

Woosung Road,—North of Boone Road. 

Hanbury Road,—From Woosung Road to Hongkew Creek. 

Unnamed Road,—Parallel to Boone Road and west of Woosung 
Road. 

Owing to the rapid silting of the foreshore the drain mouths to the 
Astor, Taiping, Kee-cheong, Yuen-fong, Chaou-foong and Kung-ping 
Roads have been frequently cleaned.

COURT OF CONSULS. 

In January last the Council were informed by the Senior Consul 
that the members of the Consular body had delegated the Consular 
representatives of Great Britain, Germany and the United States to act 
as Judges in the Court of Consuls for the year 1882, and the following 
are the Rules of Procedure which have been agreed on by the Court, 


Rutz 1. 

Every petition and other pleading filed in the Court and all notices 
and other documents issuing from the Court shall be entitled “In the 
Court of Consuls.” 

Ruiz 2, 

The Court will appoint a Secretary whose name and address will 
be public and who shall hold the office uutil the Court otherwise 
directs. The Secretary shall have charge of all records and under the 
direction of the Court issue and serve or cause to be served all notices 
and other documents. He shall also be the medium of all correspon- 
dence. 

Roxe 3. 

Suits shall be commenced and proceded with in person or by attor- 

ney and suitors may be heard with or without Counsel. 


Ruiz 4, 
The language of the Court will be English. 


Rute 5. 


All proceedings shall be commenced by a petition to the Court, 
to be filed in quadruplicate and to state all facts material to the issue 
in distinct paragraphs, 

Rote 6. 

The petition will be served upon defendant with notice to file an 
answer in quadruplicate within fourteen days from the date of service. 
A copy of the answer will be served on the plaintiff or his Counsel 
under the direction of the Court, ‘ 
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Reis 7. 


Amendments and other proper pleadings will be admitted upon such 
terms as the Court may impose and such interim orders may be made 
prior to the hearing of the cause as the Court may consider necessary. 


Ruiz 8. 
When it appears to the Court that a cause is ready to be heard 
such cause will be set down for hearing and notice of the date and place 
of hearing will be given to the parties. 


Ruxe 9. 

Sittings of the Court will be public and its proceediugs recorded by 
the Secretary. 

Roxe 10. 

The onus of producing witnesses shall be with the parties but the 
Conrt will as far as practicable aid in procuring the attendance of wit- 
nesses, Evidence will be taken on oath or otherwise as the witness 
may consider binding. ‘The examination of witnesses will be conducted 
as the Court may direct. 

Rute 11. 

A failure to respond to any order or notice issued by the Court will 
entitle the adverse party to judgment by default and the Court shall be 
empowered to give judgment accordingly. 

Ruue 12. 


In any case upon application within sixty days after judgment the 
Court may order a re-hearing upon such terms as seem just, 


Ruiz 13. 
Special cases where the facts are admitted may be submitted in 
writing to the Court for decision without appearance of the parties. 


Roxe 14, 

A minute of all orders shall be drawn up and shall be signed by 
the Consuls forming the Court or a majority of them and all orders 
shall be expressed to be made “ By the Court” and shall be signed by 
the Secretary. 

Rune 15. 

Judgments will be given in writing signed by the Judges of the 

Court and either read in Court after notice or served upon the parties,

Government Grounp Rent on Roaps. 


On the 8rd April, the Senior Consul forwarded to the Council

he regulations.”

The Council therefore suggested that before any further steps were 
taken, reference should be “made to Pekin in order to ascertain if the 
Ministers had done anything towards having the question settled. 

In reply the following letter and inclosure were received from the 
Senior Consul, and since then nothing further has been done.

Srr.—Having been requested at the Meeting held on 12th October to examine 
into and report about the preceding action of the Consular Body in the matter of 
taxation on Municipal roads, and about the course now to be adopted, we have the 
honour to communicate the result of our enquiries. 

By Municipal roads we assume are meant roads which, whether the property of 
the Municipality or not, are kept in order by the Municipal Council, some of these 
roads or streets are within and others without the Settlements, 

There does not seem to have been formerly any question before the Consular 
Body as to the taxation of the streets or roads within the Settlements, The land 
required for their construction appears to have been surrendered by the proprietors 
of adjoining lots, and it was considered that these proprietors are responsible under 
the Land Regulations for the payment of the Government tax or ground rent, 

Ata meeting of the Consular Body in 1873 Messrs. Medhurst, Schlick and 
Lueder were appointed a Committee to report on the subject of arrears of taxes 
alleged to be due on three public roads outside the limits of the foreign Settlements, 
In their Report they mentioned that the Consular Body had decided in 1871 “to ask 
the Ministers to procure the assent of the Imperial Government to the principle of 
exemption [of public roads] from taxation.” The Committee therefore suggested 
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that the Consuls should ascertain from their respective Legations whether any 
reference of the question had been made to the Peking Government, and if so, what 
had been the result, 

They also suggested that the Senior Consul should ascertain from the Taotai, 
whether, as promised in 1869, the question had been laid before the Viceroy. 
It would appear that the Taotai then in Shanghai had pledged himself to represent 
the matter for the consideration of the Viceroy “who he thought was certain to 
return a favourable response.” (Vide Memorandum by Mr., now Sir W. Medhurst, 
Appendix O,, Municipal Report of 1871.) 

Nothing, however, has, up to this date, been heard on the subject so far as we 
know from the Legations at Peking or from the Viceroy at Nanking. 

Such in brief is the history so far as we can ascertain of the Deeoeding schion 
of the Consular Body. 

With regard to the course now to be adopted, we are inclined to follow in our 
predecessor's footsteps and recommend that as to roads or streets within the Settle- 
ment, the status guo be maintained, It might be in some respects convenient if all 
the ground now used for streets in the Settlements were formally vested in the 
Municipal Council on such terms as might be arranged between’ them and the 
Chinese authorities, We fear, however, that a proposal of this nature might meet 
with opposition from the owners of land in some instances, and possibly also from 
the Chinese authorities, and we are therefore inclined to think that until some better 
arrangement can be made, the proprietors of land within the Settlement must remain 
responsible for payment of the Government Land Tux on such portion of their 
property as has been given up for streets to the Municipality. 

With regard to roads outside the Settlements, some are held under title deed, as 
the Bubbling Well Road, and we presume the payment of a fixed ground rent is 
stipulated ; some are held by arrangement with the Chinese authorities, as the 
Yangtzse-poo road, and no ground rent agreed upon, Some roads have been formed 
for military purposes during the rebellion, and of others the history is unknown, 
Some roads, are almost exclusively used by Chinese, and there are none of them 
where the Chinese traflic, both carriage and pedestrian, does not vastly exceed 

traffic, 

* We think the best course would be to induce the Chinese authorities to issue a 
title deed to the Municipal Council for all the outer roads, and to place them on the 
same footing as Chinese public roads, that is, exempt them entirely from taxation, 
Tf, however, the Chinese insist upon regarding these roads as the private property of 
foreigners, then we think the title deed might provide that on all roads under care 

the MunicipalCouucil outside the Settlement, whether heretofore exempt from 
te or not, a ground rent should be payable to the Chinese Goverment equal to 
that paid by the native proprietors of the adjvining lands,

Sm.—I have the honour to hand you herewith, for the information of the 
members of the Council, a copy of the proposed new Land Regulations for the 
Foreign Settlements of Shanghai, as revised and amended by the Diplomatic Re- 
presentatives at Peking, together with the following suggestions which the foreign 
Ministers have agreed to make to the Ratepayers of Shanghai, to wit : 

“That Article II be so modified as to lower the pecuniary limits therein 
named as qualifying persons to become members of the Municipal Body.” 

“That in view of the largely increased population of the foreign settlements 
at Shanghai, Article V should be so modified that the Municipal Councipal shall 
consist of not less than nine, nor more than fifteen persons, and that the pecuniary 
qualification for 2 Municipal Councillor should be lessened to Tis. 5,000 and Tis. 
600 instead of the present limit.” 

“ That a By-law be adopted requiring tenders by public advertisement for all 
public purchases or works exceeding in amount a certain specified sum.”

The regulations as altered and amended were printed and circulated 
amongst the ratepayers, and the members of the Committee who drew 
up the new regulations in 1880 and who were still in Shanghai were 
requested to consider the proposed alterations, and to report on them to 
the Council. - 

Themembers having agreed to act; at their suggestion Messrs. Gultzow 
and Roustan were invited to join them, and a Committee consisting of 
Messrs. Gultzow, How, Kingsmill, Morrison Myburgh, Roustan, Waine- 
wright and Wetmore was formed, whose report on the amended regula- 
tions and by laws has been circulated amongst the ratepayers.

e The following resolution was proposed by Mr. Wainewright seconded 
‘by Mr. Brand and passed by the Ratepayers at the Annual meeting. 
“That thefCouncil are_requested to take the necessary steps to have 
‘a correct and complete plan of the so-called Hongkew district of 
Shanghai prepared and published for public use.” 
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In compliance with the terms of the above resolution the Council 
took an early apportnnity of considering what steps should be taken in 
order to have a complete survey made of Hongkew. Two courses 
seemed open to them either to employ outside professional assistance, 
paying a fixed sum for the work, or to engage some properly qualified 
person as assistant Surveyor at an annual salary, and to entrust him 
with making the survey 

After due consideration the latter course was decided on, and in 
March last applications for the post were invited by advertisement in 
the local papers. Sixteen applications were received and considered, and 
eventually Mr. L. O. Jurgens was appointed assistant surveyor at a 
salary of Tis. 200 per month, for the purpose of carrying out the 
Survey, with which he has already made considerable arena

The following resolution was proposed by Mr. Kingsmill at the 
Annual meeting aud seconded by Mr. Buchanan. 

Resolution 1X.—That a Committee of five Ratepayers be elected, 
who shall be empowered to investigate the whole subject of education 
generally in the Settlements, and that a grant not exceeding Tis. 2,500 
out of Municipal Revenue be placed in their hands, and that they be 
authorized to make allowances from said grant in aid of the education 
of those classes of the Community whose means are insufficient for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Balfour then proposed as an amendment which was seconded 
by the Rev. Dr. Farnham that the last clause of the resolution should 
read as follows “and that the Committee be authorized to make 
allowances from the said grant in aid of such scholastic institutions as 
may be in temporary need of funds” Mr. Ward then “ proposed that the 
whole words in the resolution after the word “settlements” be omitted,” 
which amendment was seconded by Mr. Bridge, and finally the resolu- 
tion altered as follows was put to the meeting and carried by a show 
of hands. 

Resolution 1X.—That a Committee of five Ratepayers be elected, 
who shall be empowered to investigate the whole subject of education 
generally in the Settlements, who are requested to report to a subse- 
quent Meeting of Ratepayers. That Messrs. H. 8. Morris, J. Buchanan, 
W. 8. Wetmore, A. J. Little, and T. W. Kingsmill be appointed to act 
as the Committee. 
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The very able and exhaustive report drawn up by the Committee 
was forwarded to the Council on the 30th December, by their Hony 
Secretary Mr. A. J. Little, and was immediately printed and circulated 


amongst the ratepayers.

Sr1r,—The Committee appointed by the Ratepayers to enquire into the condi- 
tion of foreign education in these Settlements have completed their investigation 
and drawn up their Report, a copy of which I have the honour to submit herewith.

School is in abeyance, and that a speedy decision on the point is required by the 
Trustees in order to enable them to farnish Mr, Hanbury with a reply to his letter 
of 7th July last, copy of which will be found in the Appendix No. 7. 

I will also thank you to communicate with the North-China Herald office, to 
whom the Committee have entrusted the printing of their Report, and to notify the 
office of the number of copies required and of the mode in which the Council desire 
the publicatiou to be made.

Sr,—I have the hononr to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 29th December, 
handing me a copy of the Report by the Committee appointed by the ratepayers to 
enquire into the condition of foreign education in these Settlements, which have 
been submitted to the Council, and I am requested by them to thank the members 
of the Committee for the very full and exhaustive report which they have drawn up, 

, The Council quite approve of the recommendations made by the Committee 
with regard to the Eurasian School, and they propose to bring forward at the annual 
meeting a resolution asking the ratepayers to authorize the Municipal Council to 
take over the school and ground on the terms and conditions named by Mr, 
Hanbury, and to sanction the payment of the sum of Tis. 2,500 for salaries of 
masters, passages out, and extra accommodation, as suggested by the Committee, 
for which provision will be made in the Budget for 1883. 

‘They will also provide Tis. 1,000 as a contribution towards the Orphanage 
attached to the St. Joseph’s Institution, and for this the approval of the ratepayers 
will also be asked. 

The Council do not propose to recommend to the ratepayers that any contribu- 
tion should be made to the Anglo-Chinese School in this Settlement.

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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE FOR 
THE PUBLIC BAND. 


In presenting their report upon the working of the Band during the 
last twelve months, your Committee may mention that immediately after 
the last Ratepayers’ meeting Mr. H. R. Hearn resigned his seat at the 
Board. At the invitation of the other members, Mr. Geo. R. Corner 
joined the Committee which has since been augmented by the return of 
Mr. E. G. Vouillemont from Europe, and now consists of Messrs, W. C. 
Ward, Chairman, P. Brunat, Geo. R. Corner, H. 8. Morris, A. Nachtrieb, 
J. L, Scott, and E. G. Vouillemont. 

A few words will suffice to convey a knowledge of the present status 
and standard of efficiency of the Band. 

At the commencement of the year, the Band was composed of 21 
musicians in addition to the Bandmaster, their agreements terminating, 
in the case of the musicians on 12th August 1882, and in that of Mr. 
Vela, on the 15th May 1882. The capabilities of the men as musicians 
and their behaviour so far being satisfactory, it was considered expedient 
to renew their agreements if possible for two years, and with the kind 
assistance of the Spanish Consul this has been effected (with the exception 
noted later) and the musicians are now engaged to serve the Council 
until 30th September 1884. Two men, however, preferred to leave, and 
took their discharge, and as it was absolutely necessary to replace them, 
they being respectively first clarinette and the piccolo players, as well as 
advisable to procure two more clarinette players to render the Band 
complete, the Committee dispatched to Manila on 12th July the senior 
Manilaman of the Band, with instructions to obtain the necessary 
musicians. This step was not determined upon, however, until all 
endeavours to procure the men required through agents in Manila had 
entirely failed. After very considerable trouble, delay and expense, good 
men were at last found willing to engage for Shanghai, and the party 
left for Hongkong, but another vexatious interference in the shape of 
quarantine, stopped their further progress at this latter place, and delayed 
their arrival here another three or four weeks. 1 

The Band, now composed of 24 musicians and the Bandmaster, may 
be considered complete, and the Committee feel sure that the Community 


ips 
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will testify in the coming spring that the results achieved have justified 
the labour and expense devoted to it, The estimates for the year have 
been exceeded, but as said above, the Band has been increased in size 
and power beyond the original intention, the Committée considering that 
they would best interpret the wishes of the Community in the matter, by 
not withholding a little additional outlay in order to put together a full 
and complete Band. Necessary expense has been also incurred in pro- 
curing stringed instruments ete. for an orchestra, and though only a few 
months have elapsed since the men commenced to learn these new 
instruments, the public have had an opportunity of forming an opinion 
of their merits after such a brief period of tuition, Mr. Vela daily de- 

votes a considerable portion of his time to their instruction, and the c 
Committee have every confidence in his assurances that by next autumn 
he will be able to produce a very effective orchestra, At the present 
moment the violoncello player is hardly far enough advanced to play in 
public, and the Double Bass, ordered from Europe, is not yet arrived. 

The Committee have made a fresh agreement with Mr. Vela for one 
year, from 15th May last. 

The Earnings of the Band have nearly donbled the figures estimated 
by the Committee at commencement of the year, having reached the sum 
of Tls. 1918.89. This is very satisfactory, but for obvions reasons it 
would be unwise to calculate on such an amount for next year, circum- 
stances having combined to render peculiarly fortunate the one just 
elapsed, 

Annexed the Committee beg to submit their accounts for 1882, and 
an estimate of Expenditure and Income for 1883; also ashort report by 
the Bandmaster,

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers the following resolution was 
proposed by Mr. Drummond, seconded by Mr. Wetmore and carried by 
a large majority. 

“The Municipal Council are requested to take as soon as possible the 
necessary steps for the erection of a public Market for Shanghai, and are 
hereby authorized to raise by Debentures a sum not exceeding Tls. 50,000 
for this purpose.” 

In bringing forward this resolution Mr. Drummond mentioned the 
probable cost of, and the different styles of market which had been 
Suggested to him as required for Shanghai, and the available lots of land 
which were considered suitable sites for it, but eventually the ratepayers 
decided that the construction of the market, and the selection of a site 
for it, should be left in the hands of the Council. 

These matters had the early attention of the Council, and the Works 
Committee were requested at their first meeting to take into consideration 
the whole question of the public market and to report to the Council, 
more particularly with regard to the site as some ratepayers were in 
favour of the vacant land adjoining the Central Station being utilized for 
this purpose, whilst others were opposed to it. 

The Works Committee reported that they were unanimously opposed 
to the suggestion that the market should be erected on the vacant land 
within the Municipal compound at the junction of the Foochow and 
Honan roads, and recommended the Council to advertise, inviting tenders 
of land suitable for the purpose, which was done. 

Most of the land in the settlement being already covered with 
buildings, not many lots were available, and in reply to their advertise- 
ment only 5 tenders were received; none of the lots offered however, 
were in the opinion of the Council particularly well suited for the market, 
but keeping in view the decision of the ratepayers that a public market 
should be constructed, they selected the least objectionable lot and 
purchased from Mr. 8. Daly for the sum of Tls, 25,000, Lot 1,305 
measuring 7m. 5f. 51. 6h. bounded on the North by the Maloo, South by 
the Kiukiang road, and East and West by the lower and upper Quangsee 
roads, 

Having acquired a site; the construction of the market became the 
next subject for consideration, and as a preliminary step the Council 
advertised for designs for it, requiring competitors to send in block plans 
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and general drawings sufficiently detailed to shew the external outline 
and appearance of the intended building and the proposed internal 
arrangements thereof, together with such specifications that estimates of 
the cost can be obtained from contractors. 

These designs &c. will be received till 15th January 1883, and shall 
be submitted to the ratepayers for approval, before any further steps are 
taken towards the construction of the market. 

The present Maloo market is almost enclusively for the supply of 
Natives and according to a return prepared by the Superintendent of Police 
in March last, there are on an average each morning 484 Stalls for the 
sale of Poultry, fish, eggs, vegetables &c., and from 150 to 200 hawkers 
who go about selling vegetables. 

In the Honan road market, there are 160 Stalls, and generally 
about 100 hawkers of vegetables. 

The Shipping, Hotels, Club, and nearly all the foreign hongs in the 
settlement get their supplies from Smiths’ market. 

The principal market for the supply of residents in Hongkew is 
held in the Tiendong road. 


Puntic Staventer Houses. 

At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers held in May 1873 attention 
was directed to the great want of a Public Slaughter House to which it 
would be made compulsory to bring all animals to be killed which were 
intended for the supply of the markets in the Settlement. 

A resolution was then proposed and carried authorizing the Council 
to raise by Debentures the sum of Tls. 5000 for the purchase of a piece 
of land, and the erection on it, of a Public Slaughter House, but partly 
owing to the difficulty experienced in finding a suitable piece of land, 
and partly becanse it was very doubtful whether the native butchers 
coald be prevented from having their animals slaughtered outside the 
Settlement and then bringing in the carcases for sale, nothing further 
was then done. 

In 1874 and 1875 the subject was again brought forward, and an 
attempt was made to purchase a picce of ground near the gas works, 
but to this the Taoutai objected, recommending that the neighborhood 
of Pah Sien Jao should be selected for a site “if the Municipal Council 
insist upon building another Slaughter House” and since then no fur- 

‘ther steps have been taken towards carrying out the resolution. 


J 
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In December last the French Council intimated that they proposed 
expending the sum of Tls. 7000 to 8000 in acquiring a site, and construct- 
ing a Public Slaughter House at the west end of the Rue-du Consulat 
within the limits of the Concession provided that the Municipal Council 
would codperate with them by insisting upon all the butchers in the 
settlements north of the Yang-king-pang, sending their cattle to be 
killed there, 

According to a report drawn up by the Inspector of markets there 
are now 11 Slaughter houses at Pah Sien Jao, and 5 on the west bank 
of the Hongkew Creek, which are kept in a filthy state, but as all are 
situated outside the settlement, and not under Municipal control, cleanli- 
ness cannot be insisted on, 

The Inspector adds that all the butchers will naturally object to 
pay any fees for having their animals slaughtered as this costs them 
nothing at present, and that the Hongkew butchers will never agree to 
send their animals to Slaughter houses on the French Concession, he 
therefore thinks that there should he two Slaughter houses one for the 
English Settlement, and one for Hongkew, and that the fees charged 
should be very small indeed. 

The following is the correspondence with the French Council on 
the subject, but nothing as yet has been decided on. 


SHANGHAI, 19th December, 1882, 

Srr,—I shall feel obliged if you will furnish me for the information of the 
Council, with some details about the slaughter houses which the French Council 
propose building in the neighbourhood of Pah-sin-jao, 

Before coming under/any obligation to take such steps as may be ne in 
order to compel the native butchers to haye all the meat intended for the supply of 
the Settlements north of the Yang-king-pang and the shipping, killed at the 
slaughter houses, the Council wish to know how they are to be managed. 

Is it intended to fix the fee which is to be charged for the slaughter of each 
animal, or are the houses to be let out to certain persons who shall pay a license fee 
to the Council and be allowed to make their own arrangements with the butchers

In compliance with a request from the Shanghai Electric Company 
permission was given them in June last to place an experimental lamp 
on the band stand in the public garden, and to use the telegraph poles 
for their wires provided that where crossing a public road they are 
placed at such a height above the crown of it as not to interfere with the 
traffic. 

Subsequently permission was granted to the company to erect poles 
and wires in various streets in the settlement with the condition that 
both should be under the superintendence of the Municipal Surveyor 
and with the understanding that the poles are only experimental, and 
that the Council can order their removal at any time on giving three 
months notice. 

In September last the Electric Company tendered to light the 
whole settlement for Tls, 15000 per annum and annexed is the corres- 
pondence on the subject, 

Shanghai Electric Company. 
Shanghai, Ist September, 1882, 


DEAR S1r,—I shall be obliged by your laying this tender before the Municipal 
Council, 
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The Shanghai Electric Company is prepared to light the whole of the Foreign 
Settlements north of the Yang-king-pang for the sum of fifteen thousand taels 
@ year, 

The Company proposes to erect a tower in the Maloo, at or about the in- 
tersection of the Shantung Road, 250 feet in height, carrying 8 or 9 4,000 candle 
power lamps, each lamp being fully twice the power of those now exhibited in 
Shanghai. The lamps will burn continuously from dusk to daylight, and this 
towerZwill fully illuminate what is known as the English Settlement. 


In Hongkew it is proposed to erect two smaller towers, each with 8 2,000- 
candle power lamps, the peculiar shape of what is known as the American Settle- 
ment necessitating there being two light-centres. 

The system of lighting by a group of lamps on towers or masts has been 
adopted by the Company after consultation with and on the advice of the repre- 
sentative and experts sent out by the Brush Company. It is largely used in the 
United States, and with great success, and my Directors are confident that if the 
Council accepts this tender the illumination of Shanghai will be far better than 
it is now, and iuture extensions of building in the Settlements will not call for 
additional lights: for while by the present system only the streets themselves 
are lighted, by the tower system the whole area of the Settlements will bo 
illuminated. 

The towers erected will be Elgin Tubular Towers made of gas pipe. We 
append a photograph of one of them, and enclose a detailed plan to shew the 
general mode of contruction, but we would observe that the plan shews a trian- 
gular, tower, while the one we propose to erect in the Maloo will be quandrangu- 
lar. These towers have been erected in San José, California; Fargo, Dakota; Evan- 
sville, Indiana ; Aurora, Illinois, &c., &c., and are rapidly superseding masts, being 
lighter and stronger. The whole weight of a 250 feet tower is only 16,204 lbs., 
or under eight tons; they require no guys, and are guaranteed to withstand any 
and all storms that are not generally destructive to the surrounding property. As 
you will see from the photograph they form no obstruction to the streets in 
which they are erected, the four legs on which they stand being of small diameter, 
and the first cross-tie being 25 feet above the roadway, The legs will stand on 
the side walk, entirely out of the way of the carriage traffic. 

In addition to the three towers above-mentioned, it is proposed to erect about 
20 lamps of 2,000-candle power each on the Bund and in such other places as 
may be desired, or incandescent lamps in the raio of about ten incandescent lamps 
for each are lamp in places where smaller and more frequent lamps are required 
to supplement the tower lights. 


The adoption of this Company’s proposal does not necessitate any interfer- 
ence with the gas-lamps or mains at present existing. The whole of the electricity 
required will be generated at the present Central Station and condncted on wires 
similar to those now carried by the Municipal poles, 

With the exception of the towers themselves, all the plant required is now 
in Shanghai or on the way, and the Company will use every endeavour to have 
the whole system in working order by Ist January next. Meanwhile the Com- 
pany will be glad to supply any number of are lights required by the Council at 
$4 a week each, if burnt from dusk to half after midnight, or $7 a week each 
from dusk to daylight.

In April last the Health Officer intimated to the Council that in 
his opinion, and that of the other members of the Medical profession 
residing in the settlement, it was essential for the preservation of the 
health of the Community that the opening of roads by the Water Works 
Company for the purpose of carrying on their works, should not be 
allowed during the hot season, it was therefore decided to inform the 
Water Works Company that no permits to open roads, would be granted 
to them from the 5th May, until about the end of September, 

In reply the Company protested against this regulation as an 
infringement of the agreement made by the Council with them in August 
1880, and intimated that they would claim compensation for the loss they 
would sustain from the interruption to their work if all permits were 
withheld during the period named. 

Annexed is the Correspondence on the subject: —

Str—As you are no doubt aware the Shanghai Water Works’ Company are now 
engaged in laying their mains and pipes throughout the Settlement, having obtained 
from the Council a permit allowing them to open roads for this purpose, 

Hitherto for sanitary reasons it has been customary to cease all drainage opera- 
tion on the 20th May, and to refuse all permits to land mud for the purpose of rais- 
ing land in the Settlement from that date till the 20th September ; the Council 
therefore are desirous to ascertain from you whether you consider that the health of

Str, Ihavegiven sour letter of the 3rd April careful consideration, and am of 
opinion that the health of the community would be endangered should the Water- 
works' Company be allowed to continue to lay their pipes along the street of the 
Settlement during the snmmer months, It is probable that the hot weather will set 
jn early this year, and, in view of this, I am of opinion that the permit to open the 
roads should be withdrawn at the end of the present month, I may state that the 
Health Officer for the French Concession and I are agreed on this point, 

The work of laying these pipes is one which cannot be too carefully proceeded 
with, The drains leading into the main sewers are evidently in a most unsatisfac- 
‘tory condition, and when one of these is opened we have a right to insist that its 
thorough repair be made a first consideration by the Engineer of the Waterworks’ 
Company. Such repairs ought not to be delayed an hour longer than neeessary, I 
would further recommmend the liberal use of suitable disinfectants as a measure 
which may be of real service in diminishing risk, and which will at least mitigate 
the nuisance created in the neighbourhood of some of the excavations by the escape

S1r,—We beg to acknowledge receipt of your favour of I7th inst. informing us 
that the Municipal Officer of Health had stated to the Council, that in his opinion, 
the health of the community would be endangered should our Company be allowed 
to continue laying its water-pipes along the streets of the Settlement during the sum- 
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mer months, Also that a meeting of the Council had been held, at which it was 
decided that the Council would not be justified, with the above expression of opinion 
before it, in extending the permit granted to the Company to open the ground for 
laying the water-pipes beyond the date to which it now exttnds, viz., the 5th May 
next. Further, that the Council had been advised that it would be better.to defer 
granting similar permission until the latter end of September, but that in this they 
would be guided by circumstances. 

It is with some surprise that we receive this notification, as such a prolonged 
interruption of the works, never, we think, entered into the calculations of either side 
at the time the agreement between the Council and the Company was drawn up,, 
and it is, in our opinion, inconsistent with the true construction of that agreement, 
Clause (No. 3 in the Deed of Covenant) which specially refers to the Council's con- 
trol of the works, certainly does not provide for such a contingency and the sub- 
sequent clauses, fixing a date for the completion of the works and imposing a heavy 
penalty for non-completion, bear out this view, 

We would remind you that that the Company was allowed to lay its mains last 
year in Hongkew during the months of July, August and September, and it is also 
matter of fact that within the last few years permission was granted to the Gas Com- 
pany to have the Nankin Road open during the summer months, 

It is of course not the wish of the Company to do anything likely to endanger 
the health of the community, but it seems a matter very much open to question * 
whether opening the roads to a depth of a couple of feet, for a trench not much 
more than a foot wide can be reasonably considered to constitute a serious source of 
danger, We might further suggest the question whether the health of the commu- 
nity would not be better consulted by the Company being granted every facility to push 
on with its works, to provide at the earliest possible date the supply of pure water 
which is felt to be so greatly wanted both for domestic and sanitary purposes. 

It only remains for us to point out that the action of the Council, if persisted 
in, will subject the Company to a considerable loss and it will probably be necessary 
for us to address you again upon this part of the subject, with a view to compensa- 
tion and also to a modification of Clauses 2 and 16 in the Deed of Covenant, to pro- 
vide for an extension of time for the completion of the works,

GENTLEMEN,—I rare to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 20th inst., re- 
plying to receive to you of the 17th inst, 

Your letter has been submitted to the Council, and I am instructed to inform 
you that they see no reason to alter the decision come to by them, and expressed in 
my letter to you of the 17th inst, 

They cannot agree with you that the clause of the Deed of 18th March, 1881, 
does not provide for the contingency which has occurred, and which has compelled 
the Council to withhold for a while permission to your Company to open the roads 
and public lands, That clause states very clearly that the permission to be granted 
by the Council shall be subject to such reasonable conditions and restrictions, as to 
dates and duration of opening, as the reasonable protection and convenience of the in- 
habitants may require, 

However questionable it may seem to the Directors of your Company that the 
opening of the roads constitutes a danger, the Council does not feel justified in disre- 
garding the advice of their own Health Officer that there is danger in such opening, 
and whose opinion they have reason to know is shared by nearly (if not) all the resi- 
dent medical gentlemen, 

So strong an opinion as this seems to the Council ample proof that, in the lan- 
guage of 1st clause of the Deed of Covenants, to which I have already referred, the 
reasonable protection of the inhabitants requires them to restrict the dates for open, 
ing the roads, in accordance with medical opinion, 

With regard to your remark that permission was given last year to your Com- 
pany in July, August and September to open the roads in Hongkew, and to the Gas 
Company in other years during the summer months, it is scarcely necessary to point 
out that what may not be injurious at one time, may be the reverse at another, and 
that last year, at any rate, no such objection presented itself, as is now brought to 
the attention of the Council. 

The concluding paragraph of your letter needs no further reply now, than that 
the Council are desirous to afford every assistance they properly can to so useful an 
undertaking as your Company, but they must reserve the subjects alluded to in that

Str,—We beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of yesterday's date, in 
which you inform us that our letter of the 20th instant has been submitted to the 
Council, and they see no reason to alter the decision come to by them and commu- 
nicated by your latter to us of the 17th inst, 

We do not consider it necessary at the moment to attempt to combat the con- 
struction which, as expressed in your letter, the Council put upon the Deed of Coven- 
ant of the 18th March, 1881, but, as is apparent from our previous letter, our con- 
struction of it differs materially from theirs. 

While the Company do not desire in any event to act in opposition to the views” 
of the Council and their Health Officer as regards the opening of the public roads, yet 
in view of the fact that the Company's right to compensation in respect of the stop- 
page of their works depends in the first instance upon the construction of the Deed 
of Covenant, it appears to us that questions have arisen within the meaning of the

With regard to your letter of the 26th ulto., I am instrucetd to inform 
you that at present the Council see nothing requiring arbit:ration—they have 
Pointed out their reason for refusing the permission asked for in Mr. Hart's 

etter of the 28th ulto. and your Company has not given its .reasons for object- 
ing to the view taken by the Conncil. 
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The general question whether the Company may or may not be entitled 
to compensation is too vague a one to be arbitrated. 

It appears to the Council that they have an absolute jurisdiction over 
the roads of their Settlements, and that it was never contemplated by the deed 
of 18th March, 1881, that they should in any event refer to arbitration any 
question as to that jurisdiction. To agree to sucha reference would be to 
substitute two arbitrators and an umpire for the Council, ina matter involving 
the government of the Settlements. 

Iam further to add that, while the Council have decided not to renew at 
present the general permission to open the roads, they are far from desiring to 
act cbstructively with the Company. The opinion of the Health Officer was 
at first expressed generally, and whether it may be varied by special conditions 
of wecther or locality, may be a question for his consideration, and the Council 
have thown their willingness to submit to him, any applications to proceed 
with special portions of their works which the Company may send in. To the 
one ofthe 28th ultimo, they have felt obliged to give a refusal.

Sir,—I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of yesterday’s date 
referring to the application made by the Waterworks’ Compnny for a new 
permit to open the Bubbling Well road, and to connect the unfinished service- 
pipes in Hongkew and the English Settlement. 

As the Council are at present advised, the placing in position of the 
public hydrants and supply valves for private consumers, and connecting them 
with the mains and service-pipes now laid will necessitate the opening of the 
roads in the Settlements in numerous positions. Probably no great extent of 
road will require to be opened in one place, and the time occupied in execut- 
ing the work need not be long, but on this point, Mr. Hart, the Engineer to 
the Company, cannot give any definite information. It is possible that no 
drains would be tapped during the progress of the works.

First,—That we ought not to allow any great extent of ground to be dis- 
turbed; and second,---That we cannot permit the drains to be again opened on 
the public roads, On these two points I note that you are only able to state 
what is probable and possible; and I presume that the Council has been unable 
to obtain any more definite information from the Company. 

Perhaps the best way of settling the question would be to grant the Company 
permission to place hydrants and supply valves in a division of one street. in a 
selected situation, From this, as a specimen, we could easily judge whether the 
work is one which could be safely proceeded with.

Srm,—The principle of avoiding, as far as possible, any disturbance of the 
soil in malarious districts is well established, and is, at the present date, usually 
acted on by Sanitary Authorities. The diseases which are supposed in such 
localities to originate in the soil, as a result probably of a fermentative process 
in the animal and vegetable matter which it contains, are the various forms of 
Malarial Fevers, Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and, it is said, Cholera, 

Last year, with an unusually high general death rate, Dysentery assumed in 
Shanghai in one or two instances an uncommon malignancy of type; Malarial 
Fevers were prevalent, especially among those living in the outskirts of the Settle- 
ments; out of a total of 111 deaths from all causes, thirteen deaths were registered 
to Cholera; we have had literally no winter, und there is reason to fear that such 
a complete absence of cold weather may render the hot season now before us 
unusually trying—in other words—may favour the development of those forms of 
disease which are usually encountered in Shanghai during the summer months. 

We know that in Shanghai Malarial Fevers, Dysentery, Diarrhoea and 
Cholera prevail chiefly during hot weather, assuming usually their worst types in 
the Spring and Autumn, under the influence of the moisture and sudden variations 


ao 
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of temperature which characterise these seasons. In advising the Council to 
prohibit soil disturbances during the hot weather, I have simply sought in the 
interests of the public health, to guard against anything which might reasonably 
appear likely to favour the development and spread of diseases, the germs of 
which are undoubtedly already in existence amongst us, I have moreover yet to 
learn that the public will derive any advantage from hurrying on the work of 
pipe-laying during the hot weather. If the Water Works Company are in a 
position to supply water when these pipes are laid, or will be able to do so for 
some time before that work could be accomplished in cool dry weather, then 
there would be some object in continuing the work during the summer, and 
taking whatever risks are thereby incurred. Failing any assurance of the kind 
from the Company, I cannot regard the opening up of the Bubbling Well Road, 
at this season of the year, in any other light than that of an unnecessary, and 
somewhat dangerous, experiment.

Immediately after the Council entered upon office Mr. Bidwell applied 
on behalf of a native friend for 100 Jinriksha licenses; which application 
was refused on the ground that the Council did not consider it advisable 
‘to make any addition to the number of licenses issued, which was then 
limited to 1,500. In reply Mr. Bidwell stated that his native friend was 
prepared ‘to pay 50 per cent premium for any number of ‘licenses which 
‘might be issued to him, and that he could give good security for his 
observance of all Municipal Regulations. 
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On this application being also refused for the same reason as the 
former Mr. Bidwell proposed that the licenses should be put up to public 
tender, and asked the Council if they would support such a proposition 
if a Special Meeting of ratepayers was called to consider the subject. 

In reply Mr. Bidwell was informed that the Council intended to 
to call a Special Meeting when the whole question of Jinriksha licenses 
wonld be submitted to the Ratepayers. 

This Meeting was held in the 20th April, when the following resolu- 
tion was proposed by Mr. W. C. Ward, and seconded by Mr. ©. J. 
Holliday. 

That the License fee for Jinrikshas let for hire be raised 

to $1.50 per month each from the Ist day of May, 1882. 

The following amendment was then proposed by Mr. Kingsmill, 
seconded by Mr. Wainewright and carried. 

That in lieu of the resolution, as proposed by the Council, the 
following be substituted :— 

That the licenses for Jinrikshas let for hire be put up to public 
competition in terms to be stated by the Municipal Council.

Liu, Intendant of the Circuit of Soochow Fu, Sung Chiong Fu and Tai Tsang 
Chou, in the Province of Chiang Su, make the following communication to the 
United States Consul-General etc., etc., etc. 

The writer is in receipt of a communication from Chen, the magistrate of the 
Mixed Court, to the effect that, Fu Chin Yu, Fan Yu Chun and many others have 
presented a petition showing that they are owners of jinrickshas which they ply for 
hire under licenses issued in accordance with Municipal regulations; that some 
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time ago on account of the clothing worn by jinricksha coolies being dirty and un- 
tidy, it was decided (by petitioners) to establish a guild, that every jinricksha pro- 
prietor shall purchase new garments for the coolies employed by them, and further 
that special men shall be employed to patrol the streets as overseers ; that a petition 
was presented (to the Mixed Court Magistrate) and a proclamation was accordingly 
issued by that officer, but just about the time the guild was established certain 
foreigners (ratepayers), together with the Municipal Council (convened a meeting) 
and after deliberation, a resolution was passed to the effect that the 1,500 licenses 
for jinrickshas be put up to public competition (let, sold at auction) in order to in- 
crease the Municipal revenue ; that if the jinricksha traffic is to be under the con- 
trol of the foreigner who purchases all of the licenses, then in this case, there will 
be no employment for the jinrickshas at present in use, and they will be a total loss 
to the owners, and for a jinricksha owner to be unable to procure licenses to ply 
his vehicles, is to him the same as taking away his means of support, 

The petitioners beg therefore that the Municipal Council be requested to allow 
the former regulation to continue in force instead of putting up the licenses to 
public competition (at auction), to the end that they may all continue their business 
without anxiety. The Magistrate further states that he was also besought by over 
a hundred jinricksha owners who came to his yamen, and he at once, in company 
with the Shanghai Magistrate, called on the United States Consul-General, Mr. 
Denny, for the purpose of entreating him to request the Municipal Council, at 
his earliest convenience, to withdraw the resolution (passed at the meeting of rate- 
payers) to put up the licenses to public competition, and thus give purchasers the 
entire monopoly of the traffic, but to adhere to the regulation hitherto in force, so 
that trouble may be avoided. As Mr. Consul-General Denny happened to be out of 
his office, Mr, Cheshire, the United States Interpreter, was therefore requested to in- 
form Mr. Denny on his return (of the object of the Magistrate's visit), and to ask 
him to lay the foregoing statements before the Municipality in a fair and impartial 
way, and to request that the resolution be withdrawn to the end that the owners of 
jinrickshas may not have cause of uneasiness. 

Nearly all of the owners of the jinrickshas are poor and they depend entirely 
on the small profit they earnas a means of daily support, and to now decide to in- 
crease the license fee, is in itself, a source of embarrassment for them, but would be 
still a greater hardship to them, if all the licenses were sold to One man, and he to 
have entire monopoly of the traffic, for in this case, the present stock of jinrickshas 
would be a dead loss to the owners, and to suddenly cut off the source by which 
they obtain their living is sure to incur their displeasnre and it is seriously thought 
that they may become excited, and cause trouble, and as it is a matter concerning 
their food and raiment, in the event of a disturbance, it is to be feared that the 
commands of the official might not have the effect of restraining them. 

Then again, monopolies of trade in Western countries have hitherto met with 
disfavor and against which there are stringent prohibitory laws, and is it not a 
monopoly for the Municipal Council to. suddenly decide that the 1,000 more jinrick- 
sha licenses now held by several hundred person shall be put up to public competi- 
tion (lit., at auction?) 

The administration of the Settlements is entrusted to the Municipal Council, 
and whenever questions come up for consideration, it is very essential that they 
should be discussed in a fair and impartial way and treated with a view to giving 
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satisfaction to the public (all residents within the Settlements) ; it would not seem 
right to give one person the entire control of a business which hitherto has been car- 
tied on by many persons and thus deprive the poor jinricksha men of their means 
of support. All of the owners of jinrickshas are natives and it is right and proper 
that their interests should be protected by the Chinese officials. and in presenting 
the foregoing statements the Magistrate begs that they may be communicated to 
the Consular representatives of the Foreign Powers and that they be invited to re- 
quest the Municipal Council to withdraw the resolution to put up licenses for jin- 
rickshas to public competition (Jit., at auction) to the end that trouble and compli- 
cations may be avoided, 

The writer also received a petition signed by Fan Yu-chun and others, and he 
would observe that, the circumstances of the case as represented to him by the 
petitioner are true and well founded, At present there are a great many natives 
employed in the jinricksha traffic within the foreign Settlements, and to suddenly 
cut off their means of support is sure to cause their displeasure and may lead to 
trouble, Now besides having instructed the Mixed Court Magistrate to consult and 
deliberate with (?) with a view of having the resolution withdrawn, as well as hav- 
ing issued instructions to all of the jinricksha proprietors to continue to carry on 
their business in a quiet and orderly manner and not cause trouble, the writer as in 
duty bound addresses this communication, embodying the foregoing statements, to 
the United States Consul-General and will thank him to favor the same with peru- 
sal and at his earliest convenience, to request the Municipal Council to not put up 
the licenses for jinrickshas let for hire to public competition (Jit., at auction), but 
to adhere to the former regulation, to the end that trouble may be avoided,

2.—The Municipal Council for the foreign Community of Shanghai exists by 
virtue of the Land Regulations and Bye-laws, as finally revised and sanctioned as 
appears by minutes signed by the representatives of the nations interested on the 
24th September, 1869, and the 2lst October, 1869, 

3.—The 34th Bye-law empowers the said Council to charge such fees in respect 
of licenses as may be authorised at the annual general meeting of ratepayers, 

4.—The last annual general meeting of ratepayers was held on the 24th day of 
February, 1882, and at that meeting a resolution was duly passed authorising the 
said Council to levy a license fee of one dollar per month during the current year 
on every jinricksha let for hire, 

5.—On the 20th day of April, 1882, a special meeting of ratepayers convened 
by twenty-five electors nnder Article XV. of the Land Regulations was held, and a 
resolution was passed thereat to the effect that the licenses for jinrickshas let for 
hire be put up to public competition on terms to be stated by the Municipal Council 
(meaning the said Council for the Foreign Community of Shanghai.) 

6.—On the 20th day of May, 1882, and subsequent days the said Council by 
advertisement in the public daily newspapers invited tenders for licenses to ply jin- 
rickshas for hire from Ist June to 3lst December, 1882, The advertisement was 
as follows :

(1).—That the said Council has power to charge such fees only in respect of 
licenses for jinrickshas as have been authorised at an annual general meeting of 
ratepayers. 

(2).—That neither the said Council nor the ratepayers have power to alter the 
license fees authorised as aforesaid until the next annual general meeting. 

(3).—That the ratepayers have power to authorise the Council to charge license 
fees only and have no power to authorise them to raise the revenue from licenses in 
any other manner, 

The plaintiffs therefore pray :— 

© (1).—That the said Council may be enjoined or ordered to cease advertising for 
tenders and to refrain from any acts altering or tending to alter during the current 
year, the license fee authorised by the last annual general meeting of ratepayers. 

(2).—That in view of the intended immediate action of the said Council as 
shown by their advertisement an interim injunction or order to the same effect to 
be in force until after the decision of this Court may be forthwith made, 

(3).—That this Court will grant all such further or other relief to the plaintiffs 
as the nature of the case may require.

The answer of the above named defendants sheweth :— 

1,—That for the purpose of this suit the defendants admit the correctness of 
the statements contained in the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, and 6th paragraphs of the 
petition of the plaintiffs. 

2,—-In answer to the 7th paragraph of the said petition the defendants say that 
they have power to charge fees in respect of licenses for jinrickshas other than those 
which may have been authorised at an annual general meeting of ratepayers pro- 
vided that any alteration in such license fees be duly sanctioned by the ratepayers, 

That the Ratepayers in public meeting duly assembled have power to alter the 
license fees authorised to be charged at an annual or any general meeting of Rate- 
payers and that the defendants have power to carry into effect any such alteration 
in such license fees as the said ratepayers shall duly authorise, That the ratepayers 
have power to authorise the defendants to raise the revenue from license fees in any 
manner the said ratepayers may think proper and duly sanction, 

8,—And for further answer to the said petition of the plaintiffs the defendants 
Bay :— 

That the petition of the plaintiffs does not allege that they have been charged 
any other license fees for their jinrickshas than those fees which were authorised 
at the Annual General Meeting of Ratepayers and the defendants say that in fact 
the plaintiffs have not been charged any license fees other than those so authorised, 

4,—The defendants further say that the plaintiffs are not entitled as of right to 
have any licenses for jinrickshas whatever granted to them individually. 

6.—For the reasons set forth in the 8rd and 4th paragraphs of this answer the 
defendants have no locus standi before this Court sufficient to justify their applica- 
tion to this Court for the injunction or restraining order mentioned in their said 
petition, 
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The defendants therefore ask that the interim injunction granted by this Court 
on the 26th day of May, 1882, may be dissolved and that the petition of the Plain- 
tiffs may be dismissed with costs.

Judgment :— . 

The PRESIDENT said—I will now announce the conclusions we have reached in 
the case which has been under consideration.—The defendants by their answer admit 
the statements made in all the paragraphs of the plaintiffs’ petition to be correct, 
except those contained in the 7th or last, which they deny by averring that they 
have the right under the Land Regulations and the instructions of the ratepayers in 
public meeting assembled to do the acts complained of; they also aver that the 
plaintiffs have not sufficient standing before this Court to justify their application 
for the relief prayed for, Upon the petition and answer, after argument of able 
Counsel—Messrs. Drummond and Latham for petitioners, and A, Robinson for 
defendants—the case was submitted for jugdment, As the conclusions reached do 
not sustain the defendants’ view of the case, we will refer to the argument of their 
able Counsel in the order presented by him, The learned Counsel says “that the 
Municipal Council can only carry out the instructions given them by the ratepayers, 
and that when they have done this, this Court will not inquire whether they have 
done right or wrong.” The Council are the agents of the ratepayers selected by them 
to act as such from year to year, whose duty it is to administer the affairs of the 
Municipality in accord with the Regulations and instructions of the ratepayers given 
them from time to time, acting within the scope of their legitimate authority ; we 
say legitimate authority, for certainly the Council will not claim the right to do an 
illegal act simply because they have been instructed to do so by the ratepayers. He 
further contends that the authority creating the Court of Consuls gives it no power 
to issue injunctions against the Council. We cannot however accept this interpret- 
ation of Article XXVII of the Land Regulations which provides that “the Executive 
Committee or Council may sue and be sued in the name of their Secretary or in 
their corporate capacity or character, and such Committee, Council, or Secretary 
shall have all the rights and privileges which private complainants have to recover 
and enforce judgments obtained by them, and shall also incur the obligations which 
private defendants have in proceedings at law or suits in equity commenced against 
them, provided they shall not be individually liable.” From the foregoing language 
it seems clear that this Court has equity jurisdiction as well as jurisdiction at law ; 
for, how can the Council recover or enforce judgments obtained by them or incur 
the obligations which private defendants have in suits in equity commenced against 
them, if the Court which was created to settle differenges arising between the Council 
and private individuals has no equity jurisdiction? Having the authority, it is the 
duty of the Court to interfere whenever it appears from the petition of a ratepayer 
or resident that an act is about to be done which is against equity and good cons- 
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cience, or that in its nature is litigious or vexatious; for in such cases the Court will 
not leave the petitioner to feel the mischief or the inconvenience of the wrong and 
to look in vain for redress, but will interpose its authority to restrain the unjustifi- 
able proceeding. It is admitted that the plaintiffs are residents within the Foreign 
Settlement of Shanghai and are owners of jinrickshas which are licensed by the 
Council to ply for hire in the said Settlement. This admission clearly gives them a 
sufficient standing in Court to object to the execution of a policy which not only 
threatens to interfere with the business which they have hitherto carried on, but 
threatens the peace of the community, because it is in contravention of the regula- 
tions which govern it. The ratepayers and Council have no other or greater powers 
than those given them by the Land Regulations and Bye-laws which have been 
approved by the Treaty Consuls, and Diplomatic Representatives, and which when 
once approved remain in force until repealed by the same authority, and when the 
Ratepayers devise the ways and means for the Council to carry on the Municipal 
government, which includes among other things the fixing of license fees, they 
should conform to the regulations which have been adopted for their guidances 
Bye-law XXXIV, which is in perfect accord with the Land Regulations, provides 
that in order that certain callings and business, including the running of publie 
vehicles, may be carried on within the Settlement, licenses shall first be obtained 
from the Council; that “in respect of such licenses the Council may impose such 
conditions and exact such security as the nature of the particular case may requirey 
and charge such fees in respect thereof as may be authorized at the Annual General 
Meeting of Ratepayers.” In pursuance of this Bye-law, the fee for jinrickshas 
licenses was fixed at $1 at the annual general meeting of ratepayers held on the 
24th day of February last, and having been so fixed the ratepayers cannot interfere 
with it it during the year without amending Bye-law XXXIV, which would require 

. the approval of the Ministers as well as the Consuls, But the learned Counsel for 
the defendant holds that under the Bye-law in question the ratepayers have the 
right at any time in public meeting to lower or raise the fees in respect of licenses, 
If this right were admitted, there still remains undisposed of the fact that it is the 
duty of the ratepayers under Bye-law XXXIV to fix the fee to be charged, and in 
this important respect they not only failed to fix it themselves at the special meeting, 
but they undertake to invite the jinricksha poeple, the interested parties, to fix it. 
Having so failed to fix a fee to be charged, unless the Council rely upon the ins- 
tructions given them at the Annual General Meeting, they have no authority at all 
in the premises. ; 


An attempt to raise revenue for Municipal purposes from licenses by putting 


hemp to pb tender fo oy th absorb hss of Muni Jaci 
lation. hile the city government of Shanghai, in its organic law, differs in some 
important respects from similar govenments in other countries, yet there are cer- 
tain fundamental principles adhered to in the administration of Municipal affairs, 
which should be adhered to in the administration of the affairs of this Settlement, 
in so far as they are applicable; and not the least of these is the one which de- 
mands that all means adopted for raising the needed revenues should have for their 
pasis that which will secure the greatest uniformity and equality, Fair dealing, as 
well as public policy demand the enforcement of this principle, and the scheme to 
raise the revenue by tender being utterly at variance with the rule which secures 
equality and uniformity as well as being in conflict with the regulations, should not 
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be enforced. We are of opinion that the regulations make it the duty of the rate. 
payers at the annual General Meeting to fix license fees, and that as the fee for jin- 
rickshas was so fixed the ratepayers have no authority to change it until the next 
annual meeting. Judgment is rendered in favour of the plaintiffs accordingly, with 
their costs of Court in this behalf expended, 

Based upon the foregoing judgment it is directed that the interim order issued 
out of this Court on the 26th day of May last restraining the defendants from taking 
further proceedings in the matter of jinricksha licenses until after the hearing of 
this suit be, and the same is hereby, made permanent,

For the year 1882. 


The Fire Commission beg to submit the following report of the 
proceedings of the Fire Department during the year just completed :— 


Tue Boarp. 

In the begining of April Mr. A. McLeod, the Chairman of the Fire 
Commission, resigned his position in consequence of his intended absence 
from Shanghai and Mr. A. G. Wood was elected to take the vacant seat 
atthe Board. Mr. A. McLeod, however, returned in December, and 
Mr. Wood sending in his resignation, the former gentleman was re-elected 
to serve on the Commission.

A list of the Fires which have occurred during 1882 is, as usual, 
appended, and it is worth while recording that the year just closed has 
been characterized by fewer conflagrations than usual. 

One however, of unusual magnitude occurred on 4th August, on the 
premises of the Shanghai Tannery Company on the Pootung side, com- 
pletely destroying the main and out-buildings before nightfall. The 
Steam Fire Launch was early on the scene and speedily set to work, but 
a strong wind which was blowing at the time did much to frustrate all 
efforts to keep the fire down. A new godown slightly removed from the 
main building was saved, although it was not till late next day that it 
was considered out of danger, and the Fire Launch was withdrawn. 

The Community are also again indebted to the officers and men of 
the various Men-of-war which have visited our port during the past year, 
for their ready and valuable assistance at Fires, 
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Conrrisvtioxs. 


Home Insurance Ofices—The Commission have nothing further to 
report with respect to them, ‘the position of affairs as mentioned last 
year remaining precisely the same. 

Shanghai Insurance Company.—The Commission have much pleasure 
in stating that this Native Insurance Company, which commenced 
operations towards the close of the year, has promised to contribute 
Tis. 200 yearly towards the expenses of the Fire Department. 

Opium and Canton Stores Guilds—AlIl endeavours have so far failed 
to obtain any subscription from these two guilds, although promises are 
not withheld from time to time to make a contribution. 


Puan. 


A new platform and striking apparatus has heen made for the Fire 
Bell at Central Station, and since the latter has been fitted, the tone of 
the Bell when the alarm is rung is much improved, A new striking 
apparatus for the Hongkew Fire Bell is now fast approaching completion, 
and will much enhance the sound of that bell when in use. 

Some 500 feet of Hose and a Hose Reel have been imported from 
America, and the Victoria Fire Engine has been supplied with two new 
Hose Reels which the Agents of that Engine have purchased for her 
through the Department. 

The old Manual Engine No. 1 which had been laid up for years and 
was of no further service to the Department, was sold during the year 
to the Hankow Municipal Council, after having been put into thorough ~ 
order and repair. As the Commission had no further use for this Engine, 
and it was only deteriorating by being laid up, the sale may be considered 
8 satisfactory one.

September 11th—11 a.m. Fire broke out in village near the Horse 
Bazaar, but was soon extinguished. Three houses 
burnt, and one demolished.

December 6th.—11 p.w. Fire broke out in North Kiangse Road, and 


five Chinese houses were destroyed. * 


December 6th.—11.30 p.m. Fire broke ont in the Nankin Road, No.

December 16th.—9.20 p.w. Fire broke out in the Pakhoi Road and 
resulted in four houses being burned, and one pulled
